DONALD F. McKECHNIE, an Ottawa 
accounting executive, was elected chair- 
man of the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee at its 20th annual conven- 
tion. He is the first Canadian to be 
named to the post. 

VERNON MCcLELLAN, editor of Christ’s 
Ambassadors Herald, has been appoint- 
ed Managing Editor of Youth for Christ 
magazine, succeeding Mel Larson who 
resigned to become editor of Evangel- 
ical Free Church publications. 

DR. WILLIAM WARD AYER, for the 
past eight years director of the March- 
ing Truth Broadcast, was_ recently 
honored on his thirtieth anniversary of 
continuous religious broadcasting. 
LOUIS JUDSON BRISTOW, 82, retired 
pioneer developer of Baptist hospitals 
in the South, died November 15 in one 
of the hospitals he helped to build. 

DR. A. D. HELSER is the new General 
Director of Sudan Interior Mission, suc- 
ceeding G. W. Playfair, retired, now 
Director General Emeritus of the mis- 
sion.

HARRY HOLT, Creswell, Ore., farmer 
who led in the adoption of mixed-blood 
Korean orphans by U.S. Christians and 
who himself has adopted eight orphan 
boys and girls is seeking four volunteers 
for work among orphans in Korea.

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New Contacts Made with Auca Indians in Ecuador Jungle Outpost 
As Moopy MONTHLY went to press word from Ecuador indicated that two widows of 
martyred Ecuador missionaries are at an advanced base in friendly contact with 
three Auca women. The contact took place only a short time after Auca Indians 
had attacked the advanced base built by Dr. Wilfred Tidmarsh on the Curaray 
River, just below the River Oglan, nearer Auca territory than the former approach 
two years ago. 

The report states that by unusual coincidence Betty Elliot, widow of martyred 
Jim Elliot, was at Arajuno, the mission station founded by martyred Ed McCully, 
when friendly Quichua Indians announced the coming of the Auca women. The 
Quichua Indians, about eight families who live near the Oglan mission outpost, 
witnessed the Aucas wading across the river early Wednesday, November 13 and 
hurried to take the news to Arajuno. 

In spite of an earlier attack on the Oglan building, Betty Elliot took off at once 
on a six hour trek over the jungle trail to meet the Auca women upon word that 
they were there. Using the limited Auca vocabulary she has been developing, Mrs. 
Elliot was able to talk with the women during the several days of their stay at 
the Oglan settlement. When Dr. Tidmarsh, who was in Quito getting supplies, heard 
the news, he headed for his jungle station at once, arriving Thursday evening. It 
is reported that Marilou McCully also joined Betty Elliot. During the visit, mission- 
ary pilots kept in touch by the plane-to-ground telephone system devised by Nate 
Saint before his martyrdom. 

The Auca attack which killed the five young men attempting to make friendly 
contacts with this isolated tribe—Roger Youderian and Peter Fleming in addition 
to Jim Elliot, Ed McCully and Nate Saint—occurred two years ago this month, on 
January 6, 1956. Attempts to reach the Aucas have continued. 

For some months previous to the latest attack of the Aucas, Dr. Tidmarsh had 
been building the little mission station at the edge of Auca territory. Usually he 
stayed at the new site most of the week, returning to his base at Arajuno each 
week end. Providentially, at the time of the attack on the station, Dr. Tidmarsh 
was away. 

Describing the attack, Dr. Tidmarsh said: “A group of Aucas, estimated to be 
amout twenty in number attacked the house, storming it with all ferocity from 
every direction. They broke the doors, smashed everything in sight except what 
they stole, and scattered stuff all over the place. They took machetes, axes, cloth- 
ing, bedding, pots, pans and all foodstuffs. They left two lances in a crossed posi- 
tion before the doorway and one sticking in each window. The lances they left 
were very old ones—wrapped around them were pages from an English Bible. No 
doubt these were from a Bible they got from the five fellows when they were killed,” 


Proposed Commercial Radio Station to Proclaim Gospel 

Application to operate a 50,000-watt commercial radio station that would promote 
evangelism has been filed with the Federal Communications Commission by Roger 
L. Stenslund. Mr. Stenslund, proprietor of a religious bookstore in Spokane, Wash.., 
acted on behalf of a group of businessmen in Spokane. 

The new station, as now planned, would be one of the most powerful operated 
by a religious group in the U.S. It would be directed by Christian Services, Inc., 
which is, in turn, directed by evangelical Protestant churches in the Spokane area. 
CSI told the FCC that its purpose, as listed in incorporation papers, is to “proclaim 
the unsearchable riches of Christ; instruct believers in the Word of God; foster. 
promote and encourage all phases of evangelism through the medium of news- 
papers, radio broadcasts and television broadcasts.” 

The proposed station would be a standard commercial broadcasting station sup- 
porting itself throught the sale of advertising time. Twenty per cent of the air time 
would be devoted to evangelistic broadcasts. 


Catholic Travelers in Space to Get Patron Saint 
Authorities of the Roman Catholic Church are informally considering selection of 
a patron saint for space travelers, a Vatican official said recently. 

It was believed that the most likely patron would be Sit. Joseph of Copertino, 
a seventeenth century Italian Franciscan friar. According to tradition, he floated 
in the air during religious ecstasies on more than seventy occasions. 

In Italy, he is also considered a patron saint of students. He was canonized in 


1767.

Yearly Bible Output Rapidly Reaching 27 Million 
Total world circulation of the Bible, the Old and New Testa- 
ments and portions of the Scriptures together reached 26,379,- 
142 in December 1956. This and other dramatic facts are docu- 
mented in a 12-page report issued by Dr. Frank W. Price, 
director of the Missionary Research Library, maintained by 
the National Council of Churches. This is almost one million 
more than the year before and 3,242,469 more than in 1954. 

“At the close of 1956,” Dr. Price reported, “at least one 
whole book of the Bible had been published in 1,109 lan- 
guages, which is 17 more than the year before.” He pointed out 
that the historical list of 1,109 includes many languages now 
obsolete, such as certain Chinese dialects, but that the num- 
ber of languages in which some part of the Bible had been 
circulated in the last 25 years “is probably between 600 and 
700.” 

Using American Bible Society and other agency figures, the 
report shows that the first five countries in the sale of com- 
plete Bibles are the United States, Germany, England and 
Wales, South Africa and Brazil. 


King James Version Still Choice of Episcopals 

On its fifth anniversary, the Revised Standard Version of 
the Bible is claimed by its sponsors to be firmly established as 
the best of all modern translations; nevertheless, the King 
James version still outsells the RSV by about 8 to 1. The Na- 
tional Council of Churches, which sponsors the Revised 
Standard Version, assumed that the swing to the RSV would 
begin with clergymen and other Bible scholars. But this as- 
sumption was jolted in a survey recently conducted by the 
Living Church, a weekly Protestant Episcopal magazine. 

In the poll of more than 400 Episcopal preachers, it was 
learned that 262 “always” read from the King James version 
at public worship, compared to only 32 who regularly use the 
Revised Standard Version as a pulpit Bible. 


Philadelphia Library Gets William Penn Bible 

The Free Library of Philadelphia has acquired a Bible in- 
scribed by William Penn in 1705 for presentation to his son, 
John. 

C. Barton Brewster, president of the library’s board of trus- 
tees announced the gift when the Friends of the Library, a 
newly-formed organization, met for the first time last 
October 26. 

The Bible, which has black and gilt binding, was acquired 


from the family of the late Judge John M. Patterson of Phila- 
delphia, who bought it at auction in England in 1916. It meas- 
ures seven-and-one-half by ten-and-one-half inches. It was 
given by Penn to the only one of his 13 children to be born 
in the new world. John was five years old when he received 
the gift. 


Six-Point Manifesto Issued by Atlanta Preachers 
Eighty ministers of churches in Atlanta, Ga., signed a mani- 
festo recently which was headlined in Atlanta’s leading news- 
paper, The Atlanta Journal and The Atlanta Constitution. 
Believed to be the first such declaration of beliefs on racial 
problems to come out of the Deep South, the statement listed 
the following six points as of “basic importance for our 
thought and conduct”: 

(1) Freedom of speech must at all costs be preserved; (2) 
as Americans and as Christians we have an obligation to obey 
the law; (3) the public school system must not be destroyed; 
(4) hatred and scorn for another race or for those who hold a 
position different from ours can never be justified; (5) com- 
munication between responsible leaders of the races must be 
maintained; and (6) our difficulties can be solved .. . only 
through prayer. 

“We believe,” said the ministers in the preamble to their 
statement, “that all Americans, whether white or black, have 
a right to the full privileges of first-class citizenship.” They 
also emphasized that while they did not think the South is 
more to blame for present difficulties than other areas of the 
nation, “we are of one mind in believing that Christian people 
have an especial responsibility for the solution of our racial 
problems.” 

Signers of the statement included the executive secretary 
of the Georgia Council of Churches, and several council mem- 
bers, and 20 members of the Christian Council of Atlanta. 
They declared they had prepared the statement as individuals, 
but added: “We believe that the sentiments which we express 
are shared by the multitude of our fellow citizens.” 


Thursday Night is ‘Church Night’ in Ohio Town 

Thursday night is Church Night in Bryan, a northwestern 
Ohio town of 7,500 people. For 18 years there has been an un- 
derstanding between the churches and the public schools to 
this effect. Teachers never schedule school events on Thurs- 
day nights, except in rare instances, and then the fact is known 
far in advance. And the churches, in turn, slate all their

A Baptist church in Cincinnati, Ohio, which was meeting the 
spiritual needs of its people eleven years before the Constitu- 
tion of the United States was adopted, celebrated its 159th an- 
niversary recently. A 400-pound cake (see photo) baked by a 
member of the church, Joe Sutrain, was a feature of the all- 
day service which climaxed a week of celebration. 

Lockland Baptist Church has nearly 6,000 members today. 
But in 1898 when the church was 100 years old there were only 
100, with an average attendance of 30 persons. Until 1922 at- 
tendance records were very poor, with only 45 persons present 
for church services on the average morning and about 100 in 
the evening. Since 1922 attendance has grown rapidly, and 
present Sunday school enrollment tops 2700. The present pas- 
tor, Dr. John W. Rawlings, has been in the pulpit since 1951. 
Lockland supports fifty-two missionaries on sixteen fields. 
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Heads of well-known Western camps and conferences plan together. 


Members of the Western Conference and Camp Association, 
meeting on the Mission Springs conference grounds near 
Santa Cruz, Calif., adopted a four point program for strength- 
ening and enlarging their work on behalf of church-related 
camps and conferences in the Western states. Included were 
(1) the publishing of a house organ, (2) a legislative program 
to help protect the interests of Christian camps, (3) a plan of 
cooperative purchasing and (4) the decision to engage an 
executive secretary. 

Those meeting in the conference represented forty-seven 
church-related camps. Officers for the new year are shown in 
the photo (from left), Hal Donovan, treasurer, Graham 
Tinning, executive secretary; Ira Fox, recording secretary and 
Jim Kennedy, vice president, southern area, conferring with 
Walter A. Warkentin, president. 
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youth activities for Thursday nights. Thus there is no con- 
flict for the youth’s time. Ministers think the idea is excellent, 
and recommend it to other communities. The teachers like the 
plan, too, since many of them are church youth leaders and 
several are members of choir groups. They can depend on 
having that night for church work, without fear of any inter- 
ference from school problems. 

Elsewhere, Norwood Baptist Church, Birmingham, Alabama, 
has changed the hours of its Sunday school and morning wor- 
ship service in what the pastor describes as “an effort to slow 
the hurried pace of Sunday worshipers.” The church moved 
its Sunday school hour from 9:30 to 9 A.M., its time for the 
morning service from 10:50 to 10:10. Pastor John Scott Trent 
said this permits worshipers to leave the church by 11:10. 

“The people at the church have taken on a new Sunday- 
morning glow,” Trent believes. “The feeling of having to rush 
around on this day is now gone. They may enjoy the Sunday 
school lesson, the sermon, and every phase of the worship 
service knowing that they will get out in plenty of time to do 
what they have planned.” 


Minnesota to Keep Cross in Centennial Emblem 

The cross will be kept in Minnesota’s centennial emblem, the 
state’s centennial commission decided. Minnesota will cele- 
brate the centennial of its statehood during this year, and 
Jewish citizens have raised objection to the use of a cross in 
the centennial emblem. It was suggested that an unadorned 
church spire be substituted for the cross. But the chairman of 
the commission said, “We cannot change history. Anyone 
trying to ignore the part Christian missionaries have played 
in the early history of the state is trying to ignore Christian- 
ity itself.” The commission made its decision after the Minn- 
esota Poll had taken a survey which showed that 66 per cent 
of all Minnesotans favored keeping the cross in the emblem, 
while 19 per cent wanted it removed, and 15 per cent had no 
opinion. 


University of Vermont to End Chapel Services 

Weekly chapel services at the University of Vermont, in Bur- 
lington, will be discontinued, the board of trustees has de- 
cided. Dr. Carl W. Borgmann, president of the state univer- 
sity, said the services would “seem, at least technically, to 
violate the third article of the Vermont constitution.” He said 


this article states that “no man ought to, or of a right can be 
compelled to, attend any religious worship, or erect or support 
any place of worship .. .” Dr. Borgmann said the worship 
service might be interpreted as compelling taxpayers to sup- 
port “a place of worship,” since the university gets a subsidy 


-~from the state. He said the weekly chapel service would be 


discontinued early this year. 


McAuley Mission Celebrates 85th Year 

The McAuley Water Street Mission recently marked its 85th 
anniversary as an institution for rescuing alcoholics and 
other down-and-outers in a special service at the mission, 124 
Water Street, New York City. 

The mission says it is the oldest in the United States and 
possibly in the world functioning purely as a rescue mission as 
distinct from a gospel mission. It was founded by the late 
Jerry McAuley, an ex-convict, and from 1872 until 1948 was 
located at 316 Water Street. 


Three New Gospel Magazines Released in Africa 

The long-awaited release of three new illustrated evangelical 
magazines for the Belgian Congo has been announced by the 
Africa Literary Campaign which has been publishing Envol 
since 1954. The new periodicals are Oyebi in Lingala, Sikama 
in Kikongo and Sankai in Tshiluba. Total circulation of the 
new publications started at 50,000 copies. They are being 
sponsored jointly by ALC and Protestant Missions of the 
Congo, a fellowship group. 

Behind the new publications is a New Zealand journalist, 
Trevor Shaw, who was founder and first editor of African 
Challenge in 1951. (From the African Challenge an entire 
group of similar foreign-language publications has been in- 
spired, most of which are enjoying an amazing popularity in 
many parts of the world.) 

The publications were scheduled to appear one month apart, 
with Oyebi issued last December, Sikama this month and 
Sankai next month. Assisting Editor Shaw with the new pub- 
lications is Miss Dorothy Jenks, a linguist formerly employed 
by the British Broadcasting Co. in London, but now a mis- 
sionary of the British Baptist Society on loan to Shaw’s ALC 

Meanwhile, another Shaw-inspired periodical, New Nation, 
issued in Ghana and printed in England, suspended publica- 
tion with its September issue.

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The Spirit of the Age 


What were the factors behind the collaboration with 
the enemy and the high death rate of so many of our 
soldiers taken prisoner during the Korean conflict? The 
Wall Street Journal, referring to an article in The New 
Yorker, comments on the Army’s findings on the above 
question. 

Two apparent explanations are disposed of quickly. 
First, the collaboration—which ran as high as 30 per cent 
for rather understandable defections, and more than 13 
per cent for quite serious promises to and actions for 
the enemy—was not due to “brain washing.” Second, 
the high mortality rate among American soldiers held 
prisoners—38 per cent, the highest rate in any war in 
which we have been engaged—was not the’ result of 
inhuman treatment by Chinese Communists. These 
observations, of course, do not totally exonerate the 
enemy so far as the above practices are concerned; they 
only affirm that such activity does not account for many 
of the cases. 

Well, then, what is the explanation? According to the 
editorial in The Wall Street Journal, there were two 
things. First, lack of discipline. Second, lack of re- 
sourcefulness. 

We have no way of checking out the findings, but we 
would not be at all surprised if they are true. We say 
this, not because we do not respect our men in uniform, 
for as a class they are to be admired and respected. But 
what deviations there were, we do not doubt could come 
from the sources specified. 

Unfortunately, the spirit of the age is against both 
discipline and resourcefulness. Too much of our na- 
tional, community and private life fosters such questions 
as: What is there in it for me? Who will take care of me? 

In our quest for security, we are in danger of failing 
to learn to grasp opportunity. We tend to sacrifice chal- 
lenge for comfort, work for welfare, duty for dole. Im- 
portant as humanitarian actions are, they can be carried 
so far as to crush incentive, initiative, and resourceful- 
ness. 

Too frequently this same undisciplined and unimagina- 
tive spirit characterizes the Christian. Such workers will 
crack up under pressure. A few years ago a missionary 
leader wrote: 

“Frankly, it is the conviction of many of us that 
the greatest contribution which Christian institutions 
in the homeland can make .. . lies in the cultivation 
of a spirit of discipline and of submission to the Lord 
and to those under whom they serve. Without being 
unduly pessimistic about present-day trends in 
evangelical circles, we sometimes feel that there is a 
very superficial emphasis in many quarters, with 
the result that the young people tend to think more 
of what they can get rather than what they can 
give. .. . They cannot be too frequently reminded 
that the Christian life is the life of a soldier, and that 
it necessarily involves discipline and hardship.” 
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Do not blame the young people, however, if they fail 
to measure up to the above specifications. The editorial 
to which we referred at the beginning ends this way: 
“The honest answer is, if the nation would only acknowl- 
edge it, that the new softness was not any of the doing 
of the young soldiers or of the Communists. Those sol- 
diers who broke were imprisoned by ourselves long be- 
fore they were captured.” 

If some of our young people do not measure up, the 
blame belongs to all of us who shared, or who should 
have shared, in their training. The home, the church, 
the school—in short, all that have part in their educa- 
tion—bear the responsibility. Training should begin 
early. It is difficult indeed to try to inculcate discipline 
when the young person has known little of it. Thank 
God, He can break and melt and mold. But we dare to 
believe that He desires some of this training to take place 
much sooner than it does. 


Our Shifting Congregations 


Churches near military bases or in certain industrial 
areas are wide awake to the fact that they work among a 
constantly changing population. But the average church 
may be surprised to find that conditions in its own 
neighborhood are much the same. 

Statistics indicate that each year no fewer than 33 
million U. S. residents move to new homes. In other 
words, one person in five throughout the country this 
year of 1958 will be a newcomer to the community of his 
choice. 

City and suburban pastors, especially, know by expe- 
rience that incoming families need help if they are to 
find their way to Sunday school and church, let alone 
put down new roots in the church’s fellowship and pro- 
gram. Intentions may be good, but performance more 
often than not is poor. “We’ve intended to find a church, 
but have never gotten around to it,” is the too common 
explanation. 

Systematic visitation, with perhaps a special program 
for contacting newcomers, will benefit any church that 
will undertake it. Far more important, it will reach 
whole families for Christ who may otherwise drift com- 
pletely out of reach. 


Red Flag for Parents 


In a recent forceful address, J. Edgar Hoover reminded 
his hearers of the shocking increase of crime among 
juveniles: “... arrests of persons under 18 years of age 
increased more than 17 per cent in cities during 1956, 
while the increase in population of this group was only 
about 3 per cent. Furthermore, almost 46 per cent of all 
arrests for major crimes in the United States were of 
youngsters under 18.” 

In speaking of the remedy for this condition he said, 
among other things: “The child with a secure, happy, 
religious home rarely becomes a delinquent.” 

We are sure that such pronouncements produce con- 
cern among those who believe the Word of God. Among 
this group the emphasis upon proper home training is 
accepted as true and relevant. But how deep is our 
concern? How vital is the emphasis? How fully are 
we convinced of the power of the remedy? 

Perhaps we can point to our support of and our engage- 
ment in Christian activities for helping both children and 
parents—and that is very good. Such ministry should 
be maintained and intensified. 

But whit about our own homes? To win the children 
of others and lose our own children would be stark 
tragedy indeed. 
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Is such a thing impossible? Not at all! Before the 
whole thing is passed off as irrelevant to us, let us dare 
face the actual condition of our own homes. As parents, 
are we faithful to the church? What about our com- 
ments upon our fellow Christians? Do we have a reg- 
ular family altar? Does our conversation with our 
children include normal and sincere references to the 
Lord? In short, how much Christianity is to be found 
in our homes? 

There is an area of potential danger of which all of us 
should be aware. The increase in the number of mothers 
who are working to supplement family income seems to 
be rising steadily. We are not unaware of the need for 
supplemental income on the part of some families. And 
we are not opposed to the initiative and industry shown 
by women in seeking and obtaining positions. We are 
sympathetic with the problems of employers who look 
upon this area of potential employees as a source of 
meeting their need. But we do believe that caution must 
be exercised, especially in homes where growing children 
and adolescents are left to shift for themselves. 

Nothing—not the church, not the school, not the play- 
ground—can take the place of the home. We are not 
unmindful of the number of Scriptures which place the 
child’s training as the responsibility of the father; never- 
theless an integral part of any home is the loving 
presence of the mother. The unparalleled opportunity 
of the mother during the years the child is in the home 
beggars description. 

It will do us all good to read carefully some verses from 
the Word of God. 

... he established a testimony in Jacob, and ap- 
pointed a law in Israel, which he commanded our 
fathers, that they should make them known to their 
children: that the generation to come might know 
them, even the children which should be born; who 
should arise and declare them to their children: that 
they might set their hope in God, and not forget the 
works of God, but keep his commandments” (Psa. 
78:5-7). 

And these words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: and thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up” (Deut. 6:6, 7). 

Train up a child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it (Prov. 22:6). 
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Selling Sunday 

There are several indications that the public at large 
has lost sight of certain vital facts concerning the value 
of the Lord’s Day. The disregard of the day in general, 
the trend toward using the day more freely for enter- 
tainment and business, the failure to see the link between 
disregard for a day of worship on the one hand (which 
is minimized) and increasing moral and spiritual distress 
on the other (which is recognized)—all these are alarm- 
ing symptoms. 

But it is far more serious when those who name the 
Name of Christ likewise fail to see that a day of rest and 
worship is essential. 

Not long ago it was proposed—in apparent sincerity— 
that churches shift their weekly worship service to 
Thursday evening, with a short communion service, 
perhaps, on Monday mornings. The argument was that 
with shorter work weeks and more leisure thousands of 
Americans like to go to resort areas for the week ends, 
and that a Thursday evening service would fit more 
readily into this program. 

The proposal needs no lengthy comment in these 
columns. The believer who knows for himself what the 
Lord’s Day means, what the lack of a day of worship 
meant before he came to Christ, what the day can mean 
to his children growing up in our ungodly world—no 
such believer would take the suggestion with even a 
grain of seriousness.; We need a day of rest and worship. 
It is enjoined upon us. “Man shall not live by bread 
alone” (Luke 4:4). “The sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the sabbath” (Mark 2:27). 

Nor can we worship unless we honor God in deed as 
well as word. One cannot say, “I love the Lord my God 
with all my heart and all my mind and all my soul,” and 
then go on to say, “I’ll worship at odd moments.” If God 
is first, He must be first in this as well as in other things. 
A generation that seeks to serve God in its extra time 
might just as well close its churches and head for the 
haunts of pleasure. God will not meet them on the fly, 
enroute to the picnic grounds, the used car lot or the 
nearby supermarket. 

We know all this—but do we realize how easily we 
ourselves can inch secondary things ahead of the things 
which really count? Recreation, entertaining, profitless 
reading or viewing or listening, or even excessive sleep 
can frustrate God’s purpose for us week after week. We 
would not dream of selling Sunday all at once—but 
there’s a real danger of selling it piece by piece.

near 
tragedy 
of 

partial 
obedience 


By George Duncan 


BEDIENCE is a basic word in Christian living. The purpose 

of our redemption is summed up in our obedience to God. 

We are “elect unto obedience” (I Peter 1:2). Obedience 

is the pathway to our experience of God. “If any man 
will do His will, he shall know of the doctrine” (John 7:17). 
And in obedience lies the proof of our devotion to God. “He 
that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth me” (John 14:21). 

I should like to consider this subject of obedience against 
the background of early experiences of Abraham, that great 
giant of the faith. And because he made such a fumbling, 
faltering start. which very nearly issued in tragedy, I’ve 
chosen to call it “The Near Tragedy of Partial Obedience.” 


Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will show thee: And I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will bless thee. and make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a blessing: And I 
will bless them that bless thee, and curse him that curseth 
thee: and in thee shall all families of the earth be blessed 

(Gen. 12:1-3) 


+ TuHIs account sets before us. first of all, a revelation of the 
will of God that was plain. And in that revelation three things 
are worthy of our notice. 

To begin with, it was a revelation of the reality of God's 
person. Genesis 12:1 reads, “Now the Lord had said.” But 
Stephen, in Acts 7:2, makes it even more explicit in the state- 
ment, “The God of glory appeared unto our father Abraham, 
when he was in Mesopotamia.” At the very center of Abram’s 
experience was a revelation of God’s own person, and the 
reality of it. 

All faith and all obedience begins right there. Not until we 
come to know the Lord are we going to be involved in obeying 
Him. 

Also in this plain revelation of the will of God the require- 
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ment of God’s plan is made known: “Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, 
unto a land that I will show thee.” 

There are times, of course, when the things God requires 
of us are not perfectly clear. But these times do not constitute 
our real problem. I believe the focus of God’s problem, and 
our problem centers very often in matters about which God’s 
will is absolutely clear. And we ought to get on with those and 
not worry about the other matters that we are unsure about. 

The third thing concerning this plain revelation of the will 
of God concerning Abram is—almost incredibly—the range 
of His purpose. What was God’s purpose for this one man? It 
was that in him all the families of the earth would be blessed. 
And even now, all these centuries later, we haven’t reached 
the limit of the outworking of God’s plan through this one 
man’s life. 

I wonder if you have ever stopped to estimate the range 
of God’s purpose through you—through your giving, your 
praying, your writing, your testimony, your faithfulness— 
through you! 

God’s purpose is that you shall be blessed, and that you 
shall become a blessing, and that in you all the families of the 
earth shall be blessed. That’s God’s incredible way of working. 
It seems to me that He takes the “nobodies,” and by the ad- 
dition of Himself transforms them into a stream of blessing 
to countless thousands. 


+ THEN I want you to note a second development in this 
account; namely, a response to the will of God that was 
partial. 

Clearly, first of all, Abram did respond. He was not indiffer- 
ent to the will of God. He was not the kind of man who didn’t 
care what God had to say. When God met him, and revealed 
His person, His plan, and His purpose in all its wideness and 
fullness, Abram did something about it. He did leave Ur, he 
did leave Haran, and he did come into the land. 

Isn't that just the category in which most of us Christians 
find ourselves? We are not indifferent to the revelation of 
God’s person and God’s plan and God’s purpose in and 
through our lives. We do something about it, we have done 
something about it. We’re not like the people outside the 
church who just don’t care, who are not interested, who 
“couldn’t care less,” and who are not bothering one bit about 
it. We do bother, we have bothered, we are bothering about it. 
We have responded. 

But have you noticed this: with Abram’s response went also 


a reservation. It all centers in one little phrase, “. . . and Lot 
went with him.” That’s all. 
Again in Chapter 13 it is repeated, verse one: “And Lot 


with him”; verse five: “And Lot also, which went with 
Abram.” At the same time that Abram gave a response he 
also made a reservation. 

God had said to him, “Go out of your country.” He did that. 
God had said, “Out from your father’s house.” He did that. 
God had said, “Out from your kindred.” Ah, there is the 
reservation! “And Lot went with him.”

God may be waiting to hear from your lips 


Such is the near tragedy of partial obedience. And I believe 
that is the crux of God’s problem with His church today. His 
problem isn’t our total indifference to His will—not at all. 
God’s problem and our problem center in the partial obedi- 
ence we yield. The measure of response we give is not really 
the issue; it is the reservation that we have made alongside it. 

The point is this, there may be nothing inherently wrong 
about this reservation of ours, even as there was nothing in- 
herently wrong about Abram’s affection for Lot. It is a fact 
of spiritual experience that God’s problem with us does not 
necessarily focus on something that is obviously and clearly 
wrong. We might argue heatedly for the reservation we have 
made, and be able to give a hundred and one perfectly good 
reasons for holding it. And yet all the while God is saying to 
us: “Out!” 


+ Notice, thirdly, in this account, the results of the will of 
God that were perplexing. 

How disappointing this place was to Abram when he got 
there! We read (v. 5) that “they went forth to go into the 
land of Canaan; and into the land of Canaan they came.” 
Verse 7: “And the Lord appeared unto Abram, and said, Unto 
thy seed will I give this land: and there builded he an altar 
unto the Lord, who appeared unto him.” And again, verse 8: 
“|, . and there he builded an altar unto the Lord, and called 
upon the name of the Lord.” 

We certainly do not want to read something into the 
Scripture that isn’t there. But I wonder whether something 
had come into Abram’s fellowship with God that was terribly 
disappointing. 

You see, God had such a lot to say to Abram when He set 
him off on the road. And when he got there, the first time he 
built his altar, the Lord just seemed to say, “I see you've 
come,” and nothing more. And the next time Abram built his 
altar God said nothing at all. 

God doesn’t have much to say to those who are disobedient, 
and it may be that Abram suddenly discovered that his fel- 
lowship with God was becoming a fading, silent thing. For 
God the Lord, who had appeared unto him, who had had so 
much to say to him, now was silent, even though he’d come to 
the very place God meant him to come to. 

Perhaps your experience has been much the same. Perhaps 
you’ve found that a reservation has marked the beginning of 
a fading fellowship with God in your life. 

When God made His will plain to you it was a time of 
blessed communion. When you turned to your Bible God spoke 
to you. When you prayed you had fellowship with God. But 
ever since the day you made that reservation God has had 
less and less to say to you, until maybe now when you turn to 
your Bible and go to your room for prayer God says nothing 
at all. 

Abram had come to the appointed place, and yet how diffi- 
cult the path! For he was no sooner there than there was a 
famine in the land and he was afraid he wouldn’t be able to 
survive. And now the man who hadn’t been prepared to trust 
God with one thing finds that the he cannot trust Him with 
another. So he goes down to Egypt. 
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words you should have spoken a long lime ago. 


In other words, he has no sooner got to the place where God 
meant him to be than he’s out of it again! And he no sooner 
gets down into Egypt than he finds terrible danger threaten- 
ing his family, and his own life also. 

Have you ever come across Christians whose lives were all 
mixed up? Everything seems to be going wrong, all the 
threads are tangled, and one really wonders what is the way 
out, if there is any at all. 

How disappointing the place! How difficult the path! And 
how desperate the prayer! We read at the beginning of Chap- 
ter 13 that Abram went up out of Egypt —and I thing he isa 
very disturbed and desperate man now. 


Abram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, and all 
that he had, and Lot with him, into the south of Canaan. 
And he went on his journeys from the south even unto 
And Abram was very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold. 
Beth-el, unto the place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, unto the place of the altar, which he had 
made at the first: and there Abram called on the name 
of the Lord (Gen. 13:1-4). 


And that was the first time that Abram had prayed for a 
very, very long time. How desperate the prayer! 


+ Now we come to the whole significance of this theme and 
study: the realization of the will of God that was perfect. 

I want to note with you first of all the unexpected chance 
that was given Abram. The moment he came back, the mo- 
ment Abram prayed, God began to shape the circumstances 
in order to give him another opportunity to do what he knew, 
what he had known for a long time that he should have done. 
God shaped the circumstances to make it easy for Abram 
to obey Him. 

There was a quarrel (v. 7) between the herdmen of Abram’s 
cattle and the herdmen of Lot’s cattle. And when Abram went 
along to see what was the matter, the truth was obvious. 
The land was not able to bear them both. It was then, at 
long last, that Abram realized that God was giving him the 
opportunity to make things right, to render an obedience he 
had withheld from Him for years. 

For Abram the chance was unexpected and the choice un- 
hesitating. Abram said unto Lot, verse 8 of Chapter 13: 


Let there be no strife, I pray thee, between me and thee, 
and between my herdmen and thy herdmen; for we be 
brethren. Is not the whole land before thee? 


I wonder if God ever holds His breath. If ever He does, He 
must have held it then. For there were some words that God 
had been waiting for a long time to hear from the lips of 
His servant. And now Abram had come right up to the very 
point of it. What would he say? 


Is not the whole land before thee? Separate thyself, I 
pray thee, from me: if thou wilt take the left hand, then 
I will go to the right; or if thou depart to the right hand,

then I will go to the left. 

My friends, perhaps there are some words that God has 
been waiting to hear from you, and He has brought you to 
the place right now where He has shaped your circumstances 
to give you the unexpected chance. It concerns some reserva- 
tion, some realm of disobedience, some item in your life about 
which you've not yielded to God. “Separate thyself.” 

Maybe it’s an apology you're due to make to another Chris- 
tian, and you’ve just dug your toes in and said, “I’m not going 
to apologize.” Maybe it’s a bill you’ve got to settle, an account 
of long standing you have not paid. Maybe it’s a sin you've got 
to forsake. Maybe it’s a relationship you've got to end. 

You should have spoken these words weeks ago, months 
ago, years ago. And He is waiting to hear them now: “Separ- 
ate thyself from me.” 

Oh, to have done with it! To know the sin to go out of your 
life, to know the issue to be finished, the apology made, the 
letter written, the relationship ended. “Separate thyself from 
me.” The words God is waiting to hear you say! 

Oh, what then? The chance unexpected, the choice unhesi- 
tating, and the consequences unlimited. Verse 14 (this is the 
very opening of the floodgates now): “And the Lord said unto 
Abram, after ... after ... that Lot was separated from 
ag 

Say, did you notice something? The Lord is speaking again! 
The silence is ended! Communion is restored! And what has 
God got to say now? Just a sentence, a phrase, a word or 
two? Oh, no, not now! 


And the Lord said unto Abram, after that Lot was sepa- 
rated from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the 
place where thou art northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and westward: For all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it. and to thy seed forever. And 
I will make thy seed as the dust of the earth: so that ifa 
man can number the dust of the earth, then shall thy 
seed also be numbered. Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it and in the breadth of it; for I will give it 
unto thee (Gen. 13:14-17). 


That word let the floodtide in again, did it not? What was 
holding it up? A partial obedience. 

Let me say to you, what has been hindering the floodtide 
in your life of communion with God? It hasn’t been your dis- 
obedience. It isn’t that you are a Christian who doesn’t care 
about the will of God for your life. It’s just a reservation, 
that’s all. . 

Yours is not a total disobedience, but a partial obedience. 
And God, right now is giving you another chance. He has 
shaped the circumstances to make it easy for you to render 
the obedience you've withheld from Him for so long. 

Say to Him now the words He's been waiting to hear. Say to 
Him now the words concerning that reservation: “Separate 
thyself, I pray thee, from me.’ And see what happens when 
the floodtide opens again, and all the fullness of His grace 
comes pouring in! END 
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Peterson particularly. She passed it

The old tavern had truly been 
converted! 


+ For Jo Peterson, the move into the 
tavern building had come after seventeen 
years of sacrifice and struggle. It all be- 
gan as she had sat musing on a Chicago 
“L” train one day. Looking over the va- 
riety of carcards advertising every im- 
aginable product she had thought, “Why 
not advertise the World’s Best Seller, the 
Word of God? It’s the only worthwhile 
and lasting product!” 

People laughed at her idea, Jo re- 
members now with a smile. Who ever 
heard of such a thing? Maybe it was 
crazy, but Jo could not thrust it from her 
thoughts. Day by day it plagued her un- 
til she simply had to do something 
about it. 

All the while she assumed that some- 
one else would do it. After all, she was 
a busy teacher and artist. But no one 
else seemed interested. Then the Lord 
seemed to say, “Jo, I want you to do it. 
You're the one I’m calling for the job.” 

Many restless days and, sleepless nights 
followed before Jo finally gave in. “Yes, 
Lord.

+ THE converted tavern, located near a 
large active Baptist church and a hospi- 
tal where many Christian nurses are in 
training, continues to be a beehive of 
activity. Some weeks almost forty volun- 
teer workers give their spare time to help 
in this unusual project. 

The neighborhood can’t quite get used 
to seeing lovely young nurses walk hap- 
pily into the tavern workshop to share 
in the work of the Lord. 

Lending a hand every Tuesday night 
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Countless men and women have been brought to Christ through these silent “preachers.” 


is the Couples’ Class from the Judson 
Baptist Church. Roy Johnson, president 
of the class, and his wife often work un- 
til 11 pm. They even take “homework” 
with them as they leave: letters to mail, 
slides to sort and catalog, heavy pack- 
ages of posters to take to the postoffice. 

On Wednesdays another class from the 
same church comes. Despite the chilly 
basement atmosphere, the place warms 
up quickly with the prayer session that 
precedes the work and the fellowship of 
kindred minds. 

The “Golden Age” group is in the 
making. Here’s how it started. One day, 
there was a desperate need for secre- 
tarial work in the office. The door opened 
and a woman on Social Security walked 
in. 

“Do you need any secretarial help?” 
she asked. “I can work for half-pay.”’ She 
was God’s perfect answer to weeks of 
earnest praying. 


+ Nort only have the posters created at- 
tention, they have brought spiritual re- 
sults. People from all walks of life and 
in various parts of the world have been 
blessed. Some of the stories that come 
into the Best Seller office are thrilling. 

For example, there was the Jewish 
woman, heartbroken over marital prob- 
lems, who found the Lord through a 
comforting verse. 

A drunkard, who had left his family to 
go on a drinking spree, was convicted by 
the picture of Christ and the verse from 
God’s Werd which he could still make 
out through the haze of drunken stupor. 

A Japanese boy, reading a Bést Seller 
billboard in Japan, found the Lord be- 
cause of it. 


A young man from a Jehovah's Wit- 
ness family had ridiculed and scoffed at 
the things of God.

ac, here’s the story,” said Don 

Anders. The insurance agent moved 

to the edge of his easy chair in the 

comfortable living room, eager to 
make his appeal effective. “With these 
small children, a new home, and all, you 
can’t afford to be without insurance. 
It is just not good business. What would 
Helen do if you were not around to pro- 
vide for her and the children?” 

Mac stared at the rug into the un- 
known future. 

“Think of the youngsters,” the agent 
pushed his persuasive points. “Think of 
their education! What will become of 
them if you should be taken?” 

Helen looked at Mac. It was his deci- 
sion, yet it was important to her also, 
for it involved the family in both its 
present and its future. 

Mac nodded. It all added up—the 
uncertainty of life, the unknown future, 
the appeal of investment—all added up 
to the need for life insurance. But what 
of his Christian faith? Was insurance 
incompatible with faith and absolute 
dependence on God? 

What about such verses as “Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on ... take, 
therefore, no thought for the morrow” 
(Matt. 6:25-34)? What need is there 
of insurance when “God shall supply 
all your need according to his riches in 
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What about life insurance? Is this

glory by Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19)? 
Are we not admonished to be continually 
“casting all your care upon him; for he 
careth for you” (I Pet. 5:7)? 


+ Mac is only one of many Christians 
who face this problem. How are others 
answering the question? How do pastors, 
teachers, laymen and missionaries re- 
gard this matter of life insurance—or 
of insurance of any kind, for that 
matter? I made a limited survey on the 
subject which included individuals in 
these callings and vocations. Its limita- 
tions are admitted, but the conclusions, 
I believe, are typical. 

Before going further into the question, 
let’s define insurance. Insurance involves 
the payment of premiums for the guar- 
antee of reimbursement in the event of 
a given loss, either by fire, accident, 
death, etc. Life insurance guarantees 
the beneficiary a payment of a_ set 
sum in the event of the death of the 
insured. 

There ave at least two basic types of 
life insurance. First there is the simple 
life insurance plan which provides pro- 
tection only. With this, protection for a 
man’s family in case of his death is all 
that he has—though he may pay premi- 
ums all his life. 

The purchaser of such insurance is 
merely paying into a supervised special 
fund in return for the promise that 









though he cannot lay down a sufficient 
sum to protect his family in case of his 
death, the fund will do so for the limited 


number of contributors who will die 
within the period covered. 

On the other hand, there is the type 
of plan which in addition to providing 
life insurance offers the opportunity for 
investment to care for future needs. It 
has different names according to policy 
provisions, such as “twenty-year pay- 
ment life,” “endowment plan” and the 
“annuity plans.” 

These plans and policies offer both 
protection and cash surrender value 
according to policy provisions. In the 
better policies, dividends make it possible 
to receive considerably more money in 
cash than was paid in. This type is 
decidedly the better from a Christian 
point of view of stewardship. 

But an important problem remains 
when you look at these forms of insur- 
ance which are essentially savings for 
providing security. Is a man’s insurance 
reasonable provision for the future 
within the framework of Christian duty 
or a confession of a lack of faith in the 
provision of God? 


+ BAsICALLy, insurance is only one of 
several ways of providing security 
agaist calamity. Many depend on a sav- 
ings account or a farm, securities or 
commodities. But the question remains 
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The sales talk was convincing. "With these small children, a new home, and all—you can't afford to be without insurance." Lambert p 


when I turn to any of these—and insur- 
ance has become one of the most com- 
mon provisions for security—am I 
turning away from dependence on God? 

George Miiller would say so. This serv- 
ant of God of the last century (1805- 
98) was a well-known proponent of 
dependence on God apart from any such 
financial provisions. He undertook to 
show to the world that the promises of 
God are positive and valid today. 

By prayer alone he looked to God to 
provide for his daily needs. When it 
came to building up a fund to provide 
security against the day of frailty and 
old age, Miiller said, “No!” 

To George Miiller the accumulation 
of such a fund was storing up treasure 
on earth. There was one investment with 
the promised dividend of God: “He that 
hath pity upon the poor lendeth unto 
the Lord; and that which he hath given 
will he pay him again” (Prov. 19:17). 

There is a school of political and eco- 
nomic thought that objects to life insur- 
ance purely on an economic basis. It is 
pointed out that due to the fluctuation 
of the dollar and its decreasing value 
life insurance is not as good an invest- 
ment as it once was. 

I assume those who hold this view 
would advise other investments which 
would keep pace with the dollar value. 
However, it would appear that they are 
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not against insurance as such, but speak 
only from the standpoint of investment 
under current conditions. 

Someone has charged that life insur- 
ance is really a matter of gambling with 
one’s life. A Christian insurance man, 
in reference to this said, “A certain 
number of people will die each year. 
Regardless of whether they are good or 
bad this is the order of nature. Gam- 
bling, on the other hand, is a creating 
of chance.” 

He went on to explain, “You don’t 
have to pick up the dice; you choose to, 
thereby creating the possibility of win- 
ning or losing. An insurance policy does 
not change a person’s life expectancy. 
Furthermore, there is the savings aspect 
which is a definite attraction.” 

From time to time some have objected 
that families should care for their own 
dependents. But the overwhelming ma- 
jority of bereaved dependents, when 
given the choice between living with 
sons and daughters or brothers and 
sisters and that of being financially 
independent, would choose the latter. 
Without overlooking the thousands of 
bereaved dependents who live with their 
families in happiness, a “third” party 
usually does not foster complete har- 
mony. Furthermore, those who hold 
this objection overlook the mnfatter of 
stewardship which we will be speaking 
of further along. 


+ In the course of my survey, I found 
only three who really opposed life in- 
surance for the Christian in principle. 
A pastor who felt his views were still in 
the process of taking shape said, “I be- 
lieve we are living in a day when Chris- 
tians as well as unbelievers are becoming 
over-burdened with various forms of se- 
curity plans.” 

A young lady missionary to Africa 
said, “I would take these verses [quoted 
here earlier] literally, and include in- 
surance in the category of non- 
dependence on God.” 

Again, a farmer in California does not 
think that a Christian should have life 
insurance, but he does not consider the 
fact that his farm is worth thirty thou- 
sand dollars, and that the security pro- 
vided by it affects his viewpoint. 

The fact is, the overwhelming majority 
in the survey spoke up for life insurance. 
In most cases direct scriptural support 
was given or inferred. One pastor sug- 
gested, ““‘We have to look at these verses 
in the light of the rest of the Bible.” 


+ ANALYZING my survey, I have come to 
the following conclusions: 

1. Mutual concern and provision is a 
Christian attitude. 

One man, a professor of Bible. pointed 
to the patriarchial system of the Old 
Testament as being something of a mu- 
tual insurance company. Mutual insur- 
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ance or provision comes about when a 
group of people pool their premiums, and 
any claims are drawn from the common 
fund of money. The patriarchial family, 
joined either by birth, marriage or serv- 
itude, pooled their resources and mem- 
bers cared for each other in sickness, 
provided for the disabled and sustained 
the elderly. 

Another Biblical practice could also 
be called a form of insurance. This was 
the custom of the ancient Jews by which 
a dead man’s brother was obligated to 
marry the widow, if there were no sons 
(Duet. 25:5-10). 





The dean of a certain school suggested 
that the basic principles of the mutual 


| insurance movement have their roots in 


Acts 6 where the deacons were chosen to 
care for the widows. The communal liv- 
ing and the relief offerings of the book of 
Acts again express their mutual sharing 
in the time of need. 

One pastor put it this way: “I believe 


_ God uses insurance to meet the needs of 
His children. He will surely supply all 


needs but he expects us to do all we can.” 
Then he made the pointed observation 
that if the Lord is to supply our needs, 
there must be some means: if there is no 
provision, that means will be our friends, 
relatives or some agency. 

2. Provision for the future is taught in 
Scripture. 

In the survey, many expressed their 
attitude toward life insurance as being 
similar to those words of the wise man: 
“Go to the ant, thou sluggard; consider 
her ways, and be wise: which having no 
guide, overseer, or ruler, provideth her 
meat in the summer, and gathereth her 
food in the harvest” (Prov. 6:6-8). 

A Christian layman, who is a foreman 
in a large industry, replied to my ques- 
tionnaire: “It is my conviction that after 
we give to God what is rightly His, it is 
our responsibility, working with Him, to 
invest what we have left to help us fi- 
nancially in our retiring years and ease 
expenses left by death. I do not believe 
that God intended for us to sit back and 
say, ‘You, Lord, owe me a living.’ In- 
stead, we should plan ahead. 

“I am paid monthly,” this man con- 
tinued, “ and I have to plan ahead for 
food to last till the end of the following 
month. I believe God intends for me to 
plan for today and for the future. But I 
must never let this interfere with my 
proper stewardship to God.” 

3. Total stewardship requires provision 
for loved ones. 

Good stewardship requires insurance 
or some other form of provision for the 
future. A state Christian education di- 


In the matter of stewardship every Christian 


must determine his own responsibility to God. 


rector put it this way: “Stewardship in- 
cludes not only money but a wife and 
children who are gifts from the Lord. It 
is therefore my responsibility, as a good 
steward of all that God has given me. 
to provide for my family upon my death 
or retirement.” 

A Christian life insurance agent spoke 
strongly in this matter of stewardship. 
He desired to place the responsibilities 
of man and God in their proper 
place. 

“The Christian who does not believe in 
life insurance,” he said, “ is like the one 
who does not believe in taking aspirin 
for headaches, or seeing the doctor for 
sickness and other established remedies 
for the solution of certain problems. 
There are special cases, of course, in 
which the Lord providentially provides 
benefits for the individual, but these are 
only when the normal channels cannot 
help.” 

Non-provision for one’s loved ones ac- 
tually is as bad as infidelity. A Bible 
teaches gave this analysis: “The Chris- 
tian’s attitude toward life insurance 
should be that of providing; for there 
are scriptures that say a man is to pro- 
vide for his household. This is not be- 
littling the power of the Lord. He has 
never told us to sit back and relax and 
receive. Work is a blessing.” 

Paul wrote to Timothy: “But if any 
provide not for his own, and specially for 
those of his own house, he hath denied 
the faith, and is worse than an infidel” 
(I Tim. 5:8). 


+ THE problem which most people like 
Mac and Helen face is that they think 
they have to decide between trusting 
God on the one hand and providing for 
the future on the other. The majority 
of those quoted see provision for the 
future as an obligation. 

True, there is a danger of making a 
provision for the future in the spirit of 
the man in Luke 12, who tries to build 
such a high wall of security that he does 
not have to trust God. This of course 
is a sin and outside the area of Christian 
faith. 

There should be no real conflict be- 
tween our trust in God and our provid- 
ing for the future. God has promised to 
supply all our need, but that provision 
includes the natural means of giving us 
bodies capable of work and minds capa- 
ble of planning. 

We must exercise stewardship in our 
money, in our time and in life itself. In 
my judgment, insurance, for the Chris- 
tian, seems to be intimately related to 
all three. END 
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to meet all of humanity's desperate needs 


puts a spring in your step and a gleam in your eye.

HE popular attitude toward pastors seems to divide into 

two classes. Either folks feel sorry for them or they dis- 

miss them lightly as men who work only one day a 
week. Permit me to introduce the pastor as a man who not 
only works but enjoys his job. 

I really would like to shock you by saying, “It’s fun to be 
a minister.” But with due regard for the proprieties let me 
say, more modestly, “Being a pastor isn’t so bad.” 

Certainly it’s going to be fun writing this article. For if the 
truth were known, we preachers get a bit weary sometimes 
having to avoid the first personal pronoun singular. So I’m 
enjoying the rare luxury of saying “I.” 

Let it be understood right at the beginning, however, that 
the ministers I’m talking about are in the ministry because of 
having received a clear and unmistakable call from God. 
Lacking this assurance the ministry is not only frustrating 
for the minister but tragic for his congregation. 


+ WueEN people think of ministers they usually think first 
of sermons. So let us start with sermons and the handicraft 
or “hearticraft” that goes into their making. 

To me, at first, they came hard—the inevitable two a week, 
plus a Sunday school lesson and a prayer meeting medita- 
tion. Then someone advised me to give most of my study 
time to general Bible study. Before long I found that the 
growing fund of Bible knowledge was shoving sermon ma- 
terial at me faster than I could use it. Some sermons have 
been thirty years in the making, and I’m still preparing 
sermons which will not be ready for delivery for a quarter 
century to come. (I wonder if the Lord will let me use them 
during the millennium?) 

My first study was an old fashioned “second pantry” in 
a Maine farmhouse. It was cold in winter, cramped in sum- 
mer. I had no desk, and more books than bookcases, so the 
pantry shelves came in handy. Many of my books bear the 
inscription, “Prom. ........................ , Christmas gift.” One says, 
“From proceeds of sale of Teddy.” Teddy was a long-haired 
cat. 

For several years I stubbornly refused to accept money for 
funerals. Slowly I learned that the injunction in Acts 20:35 
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is for laymen as well as ministers: “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” Gifts from funerals now go for books. 
Wedding fees of course provide the parsonage lady’s pin- 
money. 

In my years as pastor, I have had large, well-lighted, 
sequestered studies where privacy and reasonable quiet 
reigned. But one of the most enjoyed spots was a generous 
corner of a large room in which my family lived, ate and 
worked, and where children’s toys, chatter and activity 
abounded. I learned concentration there, which converted 
my corner into adequate privacy. And I learned something 
else there—that my people, driving slowly by in their wagons 
or not too swiftly by in their cars (we had both in those days), 
liked to see their pastor at work at his desk. 


+ ALTHOUGH a few ministers (they are the exception) are 
highly successful without doing any pastoral calling, for the 
rest of us calling is a must. I would not know how to preach 
to people if I did not visit them in their homes. Some will 
come voluntarily to the minister for advice, assurance and 
comfort, but most await the pastor’s visit to their own homes. 

The American shepherd, who drives his sheep with the 
aid of dogs, is no model for the minister. He must pattern 
his ministry, as Jesus did, after the Oriental shepherd who 
leads. If he gets too far ahead of them, he will find himself 
in the position of the embarrassed usher who walks to the 
front of the church and turns around only to find that the 
folks he was confidently ushering have slipped into a rear 
pew! 

I am not one who naturally enjoys meeting all kinds of 
people. My instincts are recluse and scholarly. I am an un- 
ashamed introvert. Yet I have learned to interest myself in 
others, to ask questions and then let people talk. On some 
of my most appreciated calls I have said hardly a dozen 
words, not counting the prayer at the end. Nor does the 
prayer always come at the end. I have discovered that prayer 
early in the call often opens hearts for confidences and 
questions. ¢ 

Many an afternoon or evening when I start out to call I 
have an intense desire to stay home and read, or to go for a 
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walk in the woods instead. But I make 
those calls anyway, and always come 
home exhilarated even though I may 
have heard tales of woe that would make 
even Job feel that nothing bad had 
ever happened to him. 

Just to know that you have a God 
great enough to meet the desperate 
needs of humanity puts a spring in 
your step and a gleam in your eye. I’m 
still hunting for that person who of all 
men is most miserable. Sure as I think 
I’ve found him, I meet one who is worse 
off than he. 


+ Burt troubles are not all one meets in 
calling. There are invitations. Regularly 
I have to turn down (I only wish I 
knew how to do it more gracefully) 
enough invitations to eat to founder a 
man. I’ve learned a lot about dogs, too— 
and about people who keep dogs. Chil- 
dren are always delightful—when the 


| pastor calls. Indeed, everybody seems to 











put his best foot forward, not to trip 
but to please the minister. People who 
do not seem to mind the Lord’s hear- 
ing them will hush their profanity and 


| their dirty stories in the known presence 


of a minister. 

And not only does he meet all manner 
of folks at their best; the people he 
deals with most intimately are the 
nicest people. His closest fellow-workers 
are earnest Christians. 

Therefore I feel that I ought to be at 
my best in every contact with my people. 
Out in the world they meet unpleasant 
things which I am spared. I have found 
practical help in such words as the 
Apostle Paul’s, “Let each esteem other 
better than themselves” (Phil. 2:3). 
Not in all respects is this possible, per- 
haps. That would be too much for 
human nature and maybe too much for 
the truth. But I have not yet met any- 
one who, in a reasonable acquaintance, 
did not prove to have some quality 
which I could honestly, wholeheartedly 
respect, and covet for myself. 

I have learned a lot from my people. 
To some I look up from my wee drum- 


| lin of Christian grace to shimmering 


Himalayan heights that I shall never 
attain. 

Being at home a lot has given me the 
unusual privilege of close companionship 
with my children. They and my wife are 
the most important parishioners I have 
ever had, and the ones for whom I could 
do the most. I wish I had done more: 
After all. a minister is first a man. 


+ Is a minister merely to preach ser- 
mons and make calls? That would be a 
dull life. No, there is a scope for every 
form of activity one can conceive: 
executive, personnel management, build- 
ing, music, civic responsibilities. One of 
the minister’s occupational hazards is 
spreading himself so thin that he cracks. 


To put it another way: a man may go in 
so many directions that he gets nowhere. 
“This one thing I do” is a text I need 
often to preach to myself. 

But for the pastor, the doing of that 
“one thing” involves every skill he has 
ever acquired, every bit of stored knowl- 
edge, every experience life has brought 
him. Especially his sufferings. As a pas- 
tor how often have I thanked God for 
every hard thing which has come to me, 
every sorrow, every pain, every tear! The 
Psalmist pleads, “Put thou my tears 
into thy bottle: are they not in thy 
book?” (Psalm 56:8). Yes, the tears of 
men are in the Book. Tears from my 
battle in God’s bottle become the wine 
of joy in heaven. 

Besides the minor specialties into 
which my training has led me, my chief 
ministerial hobby has been the develop- 
ment of prayer meetings—prayer meet- 
ings to which all members of the family 
come and which the children as well as 
the adults enjoy. The thrill of seeing 
God’s answer in transformed lives and 
transformed situations is incentive 
enough to keep on praying for those 
requests as yet unanswered. Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow! 


+ Is there no drudgery in the ministry? 
Well, there is a certain amount of 
drudgery in every occupation. Some 
things must be done when you don’t 
feel like it. Some things must be done 
that you never feel like doing. Many 
things must be done over and over when 
above all things else you crave a change. 

So, drudgery is not peculiar to the 
ministry. Actually, there is less there 
than in most occupations, because much 
of a minister’s work is creative. I mean 
creative not only in the writing of ser- 
mons but far more: just being there to 
watch the Holy Spirit bring new life to 
men and women and boys and girls— 
of that one never tires. 


+ ANnp are there no bitter experiences 
calculated to make a pastor wish he 
were anything but a minister? Indeed 
there are. To meet and master them 
there is the presence of the Master and 
the fore-knowledge with which He said: 


If the world hate you, ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you. If 
ye were of the world, the world 
would love its own: but because ye 
are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you. Remem- 
ber the word that I said unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his 
Lord. If they have persecuted me, 
they will also persecute you; if 
they have kept my saying, they will 
keep yours also. But all these things 
will they do unto you for my name’s 
sake, because they know not him 
that sent me. (John 15:20, 21) 
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Bitterest of all are times when some | 


seasoned saint disappoints you and fails 
his Lord. You must drink the cup—and 
yet it must not embitter you. Jesus 
Christ will not ask His servant to bear 
more than is good for him. “In the 
world ye shall have tribulation,” 
says. “But be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world” (John 16:33). One 
can be of good cheer at some very 
strange times! 

Yet, in spite of some disappointments, 
among the joys of the ministry are the 
firm friendships accumulated in succes- 
sive pastorates, friendships maintained 
discreetly without encroaching upon the 
prerogatives of one’s successor. 


+I hope you like your pastor. But 
whether you like him or not—even if he 


is no wise likeable—there is one thing | 


you can do for him that will make him 
more what he ought to be. You can pray 
for him. 


I once heard someone say to a pastor, | 


“Oh, you don’t need anyone to pray for 
you. You are good anyway because you 
are a minister.” Don’t you believe it! 
Your prayers are to your pastor as 
gasoline is to your car. The finest engine 
cannot run without gas. Neither can the 
finest minister run without people pray- 
ing for him. The best pastors are the 
most-prayed-for.

Vr you ever try to find an article which 
may have appeared in some past issue 


| of a magazine like the Moopy MONTHLY, 


The King’s Business or Eternity; or some 
paper like The Sunday School Times, the 
Sword of the Lord, the Christian Beacon 
or the Fundamentalist? Probably you 
discovered that your local library did 
not have a copy of these, nor of many 
other evangelical publications. 

When this happened to me I started 
collecting and filing tracts, papers, 
brochures, magazines, pamphlets and 
various advertising folders on _ books, 
sacred recordings and the like. My in- 
terest has been primarily in the material 
sent out by the various fundamentalist 
agencies, but the methods I have used 
will apply generally. 

I found it very useful to file tracts by 
topic, pamphlets by the name of the 
agency or organization which issued 
them, brochures and books by title and 
papers by consecutive dates. I found it 
was best to have the magazines bound 
after compiling a complete annual col- 
lection. The cost, while high, was a 
secondary matter compared to the fact 
that I had copies ready when I needed 
them. 

Quite obviously no one person could 
subscribe to all these publications. I do 
not attempt to. But many people dis- 


| card their magazines after they have 


read them. Whenever I find a person 
doing this I request that they give me 
the literature they no longer want. Thus 
I add to my growing file. Occasionally 
I even receive a bundle of literature 
through the mail from persons I do not 
know. Someone has probably informed 
them of my collecting practices. 

Slowly my study is becoming a de- 
pository for fundamentalist literature 
and I am happy to share with anyone 
who lives near me what I have on file. 
Perhaps you too could start such a 
depository and put it to good use in

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n 1941 the late Dr. Martin Kiddle pub- 

lished his commentary on the Book of 
Revelation in the Moffat Series of Com- 
mentaries on the New Testament. At that 
time the famous publicist and scoffer at 
all things sacred, H. G. Wells, wrote a 
review of the work for a British periodi- 
cal in which he said that no one in this 
modern era read the book of Revelation, 
and that it had become only a museum 
piece for a few antiquarians. As with 
many other of his statements, this is the 
very opposite of the truth. 

In the last eight years, in the English 
language alone, fifty-two different works 
on the Book of Revelation have been 
published, more than one-half of which 
were issued by outstanding publishing 
houses in Great Britain and America. 
During the same period of time, only 
four books have appeared based on the 
voluminous writings of H. G. Wells, 
though he was a man of this century. 
No doubt in the next few years we shall 
witness a new upsurge of study of this 
inexhaustible, ever-fascinating book, be- 
cause of the apocalyptic hour in which 
we are living. This month I would like 
to review three of the more recent vol- 
umes on the Book of Revelation. 


+ THE best and most dependable hand- 
book setting forth the fundamental facts 
about the book, its major teachings, and 
the significance of its symbolism is 
Interpreting Revelation, by that fine 
New Testament scholar Dr. Merrill C. 
Tenney, dean of the Graduate School of 
Wheaton College. 

Some of the chapter headings will in- 
dicate the contents of the book: The 
Background of Revelation, The Structure 
of Revelation, The Prologue, The Seven 
Churches of Asia, The Old Testament 
Background of Revelation, The Christol- 
ogy of Revelation, The Chronological 
Approach, The Eschatological Method, 
Correspondence relative to "In the Study" 
should be addressed to Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, 
Fuller Theological Seminary, 135 N. Oakland, 
Pasadena, Calif.

Some New Commentaries 


on the Book of Revelation 


The Symbolism of Revelation, The Mean- 
ing of Revelation for the Present Age, 
etc. It is in the chapters devoted to vari- 
ous aspects of the interpretation of the 
Apocalypse that the book is the strong- 
est. Exposition of the text itself occupies 
less than sixty pages, and nearly one- 
half of this deals with the first three 
chapters. The bibliography is well done, 
though there are five or six other major 
works on the subject that could have 
been included here. 

The author has drawn up an excellent 
chart on the harmony of the seven 
churches of Asia. Two omissions here 
should be pointed out: the author gives 
no reference for the condemnation of 
Smyrna, but there is one brief statement 
concerning this in Revelation; and he 
gives no reference for the commendation 
of Sardis, though there is a commenda- 
tory statement in the text (v. 4). 

Strangely, Dr. Tenney does not men- 
tion Armageddon, or the important ele- 
ment of the Euphrates, whatever it might 
mean, or the number 666. In spite of 
these omissions and possible oversights, 
I would repeat my opinion that this is 
the best handbook for one beginning a 
study of this book that has been pub- 
lished in the last quarter-century, and I 
commend it to all who love the Word of 
God. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Co.; price, 
$3.50.) 


+ THE next volume is one which norm- 
ally I would not introduce in these pages, 
but being aware of the large sale which 
The Interpreter’s Bible has had, and be- 
ing concerned that some thousands of 
ministers will have their views of the 
Apocalypse molded by this commentary, 
I am compelled to give it careful atten- 
tion here. 

The commentary is in the last volume 
(XII) of The Interpreter’s Bible series, 
pp. 347-613. The introduction and exege- 
sis are by Dr. Martin Rist, Professor of 
New Testament Literature and Interpre- 
tation of Iliff School of Theology. The 


so-called exposition, appearing at the 
bottom of each page, and the long essay, 
“The Message of the Book of Revelation,” 
are by Dr. Lynn Harold Hough, one of 
the most prolific religious writers of this 
half-century and a professor in Drew 
Theological Seminary for nearly twenty 
years. If my calculations are anywhere 
near correct, this one commentary em- 
braces over 235,000 words of interpreta- 
tion, which would make more than three 
volumes the size of Professor Tenney’s. 

Professor Rist shows a good command 
of the apocalyptic and aprocryphal liter- 
ature of Judaism and early Christianity, 
as well as of pagan religions of that era. 
He has written with care, every page 
showing prolonged contemplation of the 
text. An attempt has been made to define 
some of the difficult terms of this book, 
as Babylon, etc. But, when one finishes 
reading Dr. Rist’s elaborate exegesis, 
he will know nothing of the real teaching 
of the Book of Revelation. 

His fundamental assumptions are im- 
possible of acceptance by a conservative. 
Over and over again the author asserts 
that John did not have these visions, e.g., 
“The claim made in many apocalypses 
that the predictions came through vision- 
ary experiences is a literary device to 
give greater impressiveness to these writ- 
ings.” He proceeds to assume that their 
doctrines of God, Satan, Christ, angels, 
demons, rewards and punishments are 
not in harmony “with our best Christian 
teaching.” (This denial of the reality of 
the visions is repeated on pages 350, 369, 
372, 376, 377, 398, 402, 407, 533.) 

Furthermore, our commentator fre- 
quently insists that “numerous evidences 
of astro-speculation are to be seen in 
Revelation”; in other words, the book 
picks up the astrological speculations of 
a@ pagan world. He claims that some of 
these elements are Persian, or, as he calls 
them elsewhere, Iranian, and sometimes 
Babylonian. 

There is no hesitation in referring to 
“the myths” of the Book of Revelation. 
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It is sometimes said that a theological seminary 
graduates students with full heads and empty | 
hearts. The assumption is that a zeal for scholar- 
ship dispenses with the work of the Holy Spirit. | 
Fuller Theological Seminary is, indeed, anxious 
about the affairs of scholarship. The whole man 
must be brought to Christ, and that includes the | 


intellect. Moses and Paul served well because 
they were weil trained. 

But Fuller Theological Seminary is equally anx- | 
ious about the affairs of the heart. For example, 
the faculty gather each Monday morning for an 
hour of uninterrupted worship and prayer. Their 
prayer is that they may be warmhearted when 
they teach, and that the students may be com. | 
passionate when they preach. Tears are not 
uncommon. 

A friendly visit to Fuller will show that these | 
prayers have not gone unanswered. Not only | 
are daily devotions practiced, but special seasons 
are set aside for self-examination, missions, and | 
the general tone of the spiritual life.

to various teachings of the Revelation in | 


the apocalyptic and pagan speculative 
literature of the centuries immediately 
preceding the time of the composition of 
this book; that is, the author of the book 
was saturated with the speculative liter- 
ature of his age and incorporated certain 


segments of it in his writing. The book | 
was not given to him by God, but is only 


the product of his own literary skill. 

According to Professor Rist, 
statements in the book contradict each 
other; e.g., he says that the phrase, “all 
nations shall come and worship thee” 
(15:4) is out of harmony with the belief 
rather consistently expressed throughout 
the remainder of the Revelation, that 
the nations will stubbornly refuse to 
repent, but will continue on their reck- 
less, idolatrous way to destruction. 


The worth of the Book of Revelation 
| lies in the fact that “it is a valuable | 


monument from a historical crisis in the 
history of our faith, and a perpetual 
testimony to the undying courage and 
steadfastness of the pioneers of our re- 
ligion in a desperate conflict with the 
forces of paganism and idolatry” (p. 359). 
That God gave this message concerning 
Christ through any angel to the apostle 
John—or to someone using John’s name 
—Dr. Rist declares, is unbelievable. 
Turning to the contribution of Dr. 
Hough, I must first say that his interpre- 


tation, found at the bottom of most of | 


the pages, is really of no value, which is 


not true of his long essay. Dr. Hough is | 
known as one of the most widely read | 
| Christian scholars of our generation, and 


he pours into his brief expository notes 
treasures from his wide reading. 

I would estimate that at least ninety 
different authors are referred to, the 
majority of them being secular, such 


| as Oscar Wilde, Omar Khayyam, Haus- 
man, Goethe (ten quotations) Browning | 
etc. These are inter- | || 


(nine quotations), 
esting, but they have nothing to do with 
the text. What possible relationship can 
the following lines from Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet have with an interpretation of 
the Book of Revelation? 

Seems, madam! nay, it is; I know not 

“seems.” 
‘Tis not alone my 


mother, 
Nor customary suits of solemn black, 


inky cloak, good 


That can denote me truly: these in-

To conclude: the awfulness of the 
events predicted in this Book of Revela- 
tion is not revealed in the hundreds of 
pages of commentary written by these 
two men. There is scholarship here, with 
good writing, and emphasis on spiritual 

















truth; but of the terrible judgments 
rolled out before us in the Apocalypse, 
of the convulsions and tragedies, and 
the anti-God movements which are de- 
picted as certain to occur on this earth 
as the age draws to a close, these men 
know nothing.

Here and there in these pages are some 
indications of a true apprehension of 
the message of this concluding portion 
of the New Testament; e.g., “Its author 
is attempting what no other New Testa- 
ment writer attempts on anything like 
the same scale: to explain to us how 
power fits into the divine scheme of 
things.” 

“The profound thought which lies be- 
hind these tremendous pictures,” of 
Chapter 13, is that “man is made to wor- 
ship some absolute power, and that if he 
does not worship the true and real 
Power behind the universe he will con- 
struct a god for himself and give ab- 
solute allegiance to that.” 

The occasional helpful insights are, 
however, more than cancelled by three 
basic errors running throughout the 
book. The authors believe that John’s 
conception of the great enemy of the 
church was the Roman Empire, and 
that even Babylon of Chapter 17 and 18 
is to be identified with ancient Rome 
only. Thus when John announced its 
immediate overthrow he was in error.

TOUGH-MINDED AND 
TENDER-HEARTED 


According to William James there are 
two kinds of persons—the “tough- 
minded” and the “tender-minded.” An 
editorial in the Gospel Messenger says 
that “unfortunately the division usually 
leads to a contrast between the tough 
and the tender, the realist and the ideal- 
ist, the man with his feet on the ground 
as opposed to the man with his head in 
the clouds.” 

It cannot be that this was the differen- 
tiation William James had in mind, but 
the rough and tumble world will inter- 
pret it as meaning that. 

In the New Testament we find that the 
Christian experience demands a tough 


| mind and a tender heart. The early 


Christians were firmly rooted in a real- 


| istic understanding of the world, but 


they had tender hearts. They knew that 
Calvary was realistic, but they had also 
a realistic experience of Pentecost. They 
believed that the power which they could 


| experience was just as real as a building 


they could see. They believed in an un- 
seen power that could be experienced. 
Electricity was unknown in their day, but 
it was real nevertheless. 

They believed in the power of the Holy 
Spirit, which they had experienced. Had 
not Jesus said to them that they were to 
be wise as serpents as well as harmless as 
doves? They were to be realistic as well 
as tender-hearted. The heart must be 
strangely warmed by a holy passion. The 
heart must be sensitive while the mind 
is logical. 

We would not abandon our mental 
equipment when we worship God. In our 
worship we need both mind and heart, 
both intelligence and sympathy, both 
judgment and love.

» While many 
people are busy 
hailing ‘58 with 
large sounds of one 
sort and another 
let us quietly slip in 
here and talk about 
these three LP hi- 
fidelity recordings, 
shall we? 

First, do you 
mind if I get rather excited here—in a 
restrained sort of way? 
stantly have my musical feelers out for 
something refreshing and new, as well 
as for the more solid and conventional 
type of sacred music. But I have to 
admit that I sort of methodically pulled 
this bleak looking review copy out of 
its jacket and casually placed it on my 
turntable. 

I glanced at the advance letter sent 
me by the director of Camp of the 
Woods, Speculator, N.Y. This LP disc, 
it stated, was made with the assistance 
of some of New York City’s top sound 
men at the Columbia Record Studios ... 
Then came the sound! I heard no more 
than the first few bars before I realized 
that this talented young musician Bill 
Stanley had turned out some most un- 
usual arrangements for concert band! 

I don’t know yet the name of the al- 
bum, but Word Records, 3407 Franklin, 
Waco, Tex., will handle distribution, be- 
ginning this month. This is a 33% LP 
disc. I Have a Song That Jesus Gave 
Me, with the band and mixed chorus, 
give us a good scintillating, staccato 
start on Side 1. 

Then follows my favorite of the al- 
bum, entitled My Song, written by John 
Peterson. Featured in this numfber is 
one of the most exciting tenor voices 
I’ve heard yet, Edward Lyman, from 
Queens, N.Y. 

The arrangements are musically fas- 
cinating, although occasionally, when 
slight indications of immaturity on cer- 
tain instruments come through, you are 
reminded that these are young people 
in their teens and early twenties.

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unusual arrangement I'd say they went 
a bit overboard here with an idea. Then 
you'll hear a militant rendition of V Is 
jor Victory, with some fancy drum work 
and syncopation; Ed sings Down from 
His Glory and Song of the Soul Set Free, 
and there’s a very listenable rendering 
of A Mighty Fortress. 


The percussion is good. The choir 
sings a lot of unison with a lively stac- 
cato. There is a definite professional 
sound throughout. I feel that these are 
young people thoroughly enjoying them- 
selves instrumentally and vocally. I 
sense a bit of adventure herein, at the 
expense of the lyrics in some cases, but 
this will no doubt go well with the young 
people, and perhaps with some of the 
more vigorous senior citizens as well. 


» Now here’s an exceptional recording. 
I don’t make a practice of reviewing 
numbers on independent pop record 
labels. However, I was sent an extended 
play 45 rpm disc this month on the 
Epic label (#5-9236) which I think will 
really make contact with you. Entitled 
GENTLE SHEPHERD, it features a gen- 
uine group of three-footers, called “The 
Little People.” 


This is a sweet, unaffected sound of 
children singing, with the beautiful com- 
plimentary assistance of James Peter- 
son and the orchestra—really a gem of 
a record. If you love children at all, 
this will appeal to you. The reverse 
side is If You Know the Lord, which 
doesn’t reach me. But that doesn’t mat- 
ter—the other side is worth it. Epic 
label is available at most record shops. 


» If you like country style music, allow 
me to introduce CIRCUIT RIDIN’ 
PREACHER, with Tim Spencer and 
family, a Sacred hi-fi recording LP-9047 
(Sacred Records, Inc., Los Angeles 22, 
Calif.). 


This recording takes you away from 
the echoes of the great New York evan- 
gelistic campaign to the pioneering 
swath that the old circuit rider used to 
cut through the forests as he rode from 
settlement to settlement with the Word 
of God. 


I like Tim’s solo work herein, especial- 
ly his treatment of what is evidently a 
new song, Lie Low Little Doggie. 
narrates in this one very touchingly. 
Then there’s Praise God, Hallelujah; 
The Lord is Counting on You 
daughter does this one—with Les Bar- 
nett adding zip!), a jazzy thing called

Charting the Sunday School Year 


HERE is something about the ar- 
T rival of a new year which stirs in 

most of us the urge to make a new 
start. Jokingly or seriously we speak of 
“turning over a new leaf” and making 
new resolutions. We resolve that in the 
coming twelve fresh, unused months— 
bursting with possibilities—we will ac- 
complish greater and better things than 
ever before. 

Perhaps you are thinking of some 
wonderful project you want to put into 
effect in your Sunday school in the 
new year. It came to you the other night 
while going home from work. It’s a 
cracker-jack of an idea and really ought 
to work. You'll have to tell Jim about it 
and get him to help you get it started 
next Sunday. 

But wait a minute! Unless you have 
already done some _ serious. thinking 
about this super idea and have made 
some rather definite plans for putting it 
into effect, chances are your project will 
flicker out as so many others have before 
it. 

To be successful, projects for the new 
year must be planned for in advance. 
That means if you have not planned 
you will have to start to look ahead right 
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now to February or March or April and 
to begin to plan the program that you 
want to carry out then. 


+ IpEALLy, by the first Sunday in 
January the entire Sunday school per- 
sonnel should know exactly what to ex- 
pect for at least the coming quarter— 
January, February and March. They 
should know the dates of the worker’s 
meetings for these months, and the sub- 
ject to be discussed in each. They should 
be well acquainted with plans for spe- 
cial activities, such as a visiting pro- 
gram, a proposed contest, missionary 
conference, pre-Easter meetings. They 
should know their part on planning 
committees for the Easter program, the 
vacation Bible school, youth camp or 
conference and other annual activities. 

Workers should also know the activ- 
ities in the church for which they are 
to have special responsibilities during 
the year. They should have the assur- 
ance that the work is well distributed 
among many workers and that they can 
give of their best to designated responsi- 
bilities. They should know thaj they will 
not be called upon again and again to 
help push through projects which some- 


one has decided at the last minute just 
must be done. 

As one organization among several in 
the church, the Sunday school should 
make plans for its year’s work which are 
integrated with plans for the activities 
of every other church organization. An 
excellent way to do this is by mapping 
out the year’s work on a Calendar of the 
Year’s Activities. (See Jan. 1957 IpEA 
NOTEBOOK.) 

In some churches this planning is 
done during a fall leaders’ retreat. At 
such a time workers in each organiza- 
tion meet in separate sessions for pre- 
liminary scheduling, then come together 
to integrate the entire program on the 
church calendar of activities. 

The church year, however, does not 
always begin in January. In many 
churches the fiscal year comes in the 
spring or the fall, usually the first of 
April or October.

Bringing Juniors to a Decision

‘J we junior age is the time when boys 
| and girls can be brought most 

naturally into a personal relation- 
ship with the Lord Jesus Christ. Yet too 
often we expect them to catch the 
evangelistic message in the Sunday 
school lessons and understand how it 
applies to themselves with very little 
other help. 

We believe the best method of evan- 
gelizing is through instruction. To pro- 
vide this instruction in our junior de- 
partment in the Felton (Calif.) Com- 
munity Presbyterian Chuch we prepared 
ten lessons for the superintendent to 
include in the worship period. We used 
the theme, “What the Bible Says About 
Being a Christian,” and kept it in 
simple language. We emphasized some 
phase of the subject in each lesson, and

used illustrations and questions. 

To hold interest and check our prog- 
ress in the instruction, we devoted the 
time every third or fourth week to a 
quiz on the material immediately pre- 
ceding. We kept a memory chart and 
gave pupils recognition for answering 
questions correctly. 

The results were gratifying. Out of 
a department enrollment of forty-two, 
thirty-four accepted Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour by the time the course was 
finished. Most important, they gave evi- 
dence of really understanding the mean- 
ing of salvation. 

Since growth in the Lord is recognized

as a continuing responsibility, we fol- 
lowed the superintendent’s period on 
salvation with another series on “How to 
Live the Christian Life.” Most of those 
who received the Lord are now members 
of the church. In two instances whole 
families were received into the church 
together with their junior-age children. 

No superintendent could bring about 
these results alone, of course. The six 
class teachers in the department were 
alert to discuss points brought out in the 
instruction. At the close of the series the 
teachers personally invited each pupil 
to make a decision for the Lord. 

The pastor, G. Winfield Blount, fol- 
lowed up the decisions with personal 
interviews with both the pupils and 
parents. Pupils who have not to date 
made a public confession of faith or 
shown evidence of salvation by a 


changed life continue to be the joint | 


objective of pastor, superintendent and 
teachers. 

The lessons covered the following sub- 
jects: The righteousness of God, the 
nature of sin, the penalty of sin, the 
way of escape provided, the price of 
salvation, evidences of salvation (repent- 
ance, confession of sin, baptism, testi- 


mony or witness, prayer, Bible study, 
fellowship with believers, Christian 
service).

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claim for us, and gives us the oppor- 
tunity to make our response to Him. 

First, let us think of the righteous- 
ness of God. Look as Psalm 145:17. This 
says, “The Lord is righteous in all his 
ways; and holy in all his works.” This 
is but one verse in many that describe 
God’s goodness, His perfection, His com- 
plete freedom from sin. That was spoken 
by David, the shepherd king, many cen- 
turies before Jesus, God’s Son, was born. 

In the early days of the Christian 
church the apostle Paul, writing a letter 
to the Christians at Philippi spoke of 
“the faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith” (Phil. 3:9). 
Here we learn that we, too, can live lives 
of righteousness if we put our faith— 
our trust—in Jesus. 

Another great leader in the early 
church was Peter. In Peter’s second 
letter (1:1) he spoke of “the righteous- 
ness of God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” So Jesus who came to earth is 
as righteous as God the Father. 

Should we want to have this righte- 
ousness in our lives? Our 
have it so. But how can we get it? 

Do we inherit God’s righteousness? 
For the answer, let us all repeat Romans 
3:23: “For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God.’ Also Romans 
3:10: “There is none righteous, no, not 
one.” I will read you another from 
Jeremiah 17:9: “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and _ desperately 
wicked.” So the answer is “No, we do 
not inherit God’s righteousness.” 

From these verses we see that sin has 
stopped us from being righteous. What 


| is the nature of sin? The Bible has much 


| an important leader in the early church | 
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to say about that. We will just pick 
three verses. 

Look at I John 3:4: “Sin is the trans- 
gression of the law.” That means the 
breaking of the law. Is any one of you 
without sin? 

I see no hands! 

Then look at I John 5:17, which says, 
“All unrighteousness is sin.” James, the 
brother of Jesus, and one who became 


says in James 2:10, “Whosoever shall 
keep the whole law and yet offend in one 
point is guilty of all.” 

So you see, we need to know more 
about this matter. We'll learn more 
about it next week.

Other junior workers we feel would 
do well to take the time to develop a 
series of lessons on salvation and Chris- 
tian living. Then use them in their de- 
partment worship period to bring forth 
fruit during this season of the child’s 
life when the fruit is so ready to 
harvest. END

Birthday 
Every Sunday

ITTLE Nora—although only six years 

4 old—has just given me an important 
slant on how to be a better Sunday 
school teacher. It all began several 
months ago. 

During our primary department ses- 
sion the superintendent always asks, 
“Are there any birthdays today?” And 
those children who have had a birthday 
during the past week step forward with 
a handful of pennies that represent the 
number of years old they are and drop 
them into a special container while the 
rest of the group counts. Then we sing a 
happy birthday song. 

There was nothing unusual about this 
procedure until recently when every 
Sunday, for seven Sundays in succession, 
Nora stepped forward to have-her birth- 
day recognized. 

Each time the superintendent asked, 
as tactfully as she could, “When is your 
birthday, Nora?” 

“Right after Christmas,” was her 
prompt and honest reply, as she dropped 
her six pennies into the basket. 

One day the superintendent confided 
to me, “I don’t know what to do about 
Nora. I can’t understand it. Why does 
she want her birthday announced every 
Sunday?” 

“Home visits usually give answers to 
a lot of puzzlers,” I reminded her. I 
agreed to be a committee of one to learn 
the reasons for Nora’s fondness for 
birthdays. 

I was hospitably received by Nora’s 
mother and we had a friendly visit. I did 
not tell her my main reason for coming. 
I was afraid she would forbid the child 
bringing her birthday money. 

I learned that Nora was one of three 
children. She was the middle one. She 
was not a brilliant pupil in the first 
grade, nor was she near the bottom of 
the class. Her grades were average— 
about in the middle. She was well 
behaved and needed very little dis- 
cipline.

+ On the surface there was no answer 
here to Nora’s birthday behavior. But. 


actually, after careful thought, this bit 


of information was the whole answer. 

Nora was a plain, average child. As 
the middle child she rarely got 
special attention at home that her baby 


| brother did. Her activities were not con- 


sidered as important as those of her 
older sister. In school she did not merit 
the added attention given the above- 
average pupils, nor did she _ need 
the extra attention given to the slow 
students. Nora was in the unnoticeable 
middle. 

In Sunday church school Nora was 
quiet and attentive. She never seemed 
to arouse any particular interest from 
the group, for she did or said nothing 
unusual. Even during our sharing period, 
no matter what Nora brought or wanted 
to talk about, be it a cocoon or the first 
had the idea, or more exciting 
ones. 

Nora could not seem to get out of 
mediocrity. Some children might have 
resorted to antics, clowning, or disturb- 
ing activities to become noticed. Not 
Nora—it would have been against her 
sweet nature to “act up.” So Nora found 
what was to her a plausible “out” for 
her dilemma. Birthday recognition was 
an acceptable procedure. She needed it 
and sought it—every Sunday.

+ ONCE we thought we knew 
reasons for Nora’s actions, the solution 
was simple. Nora needed to be lifted 
out of the unidentifiable middle. A little 
attention could do that for her. 


After that we made sure that Nora 


| was given a turn at holding the offering 
| plate, distributing the story papers, or 
| helping to lay out supplies. 


We anxiously awaited the results, and 
they were good. In a few Sundays Nora 
did not step forward at birthday time. 

And thus Nora demonstrated to me as 
a teacher that I must always give atten- 
tion to those who seem to need it the 
least—those children in the “middle” 
whose unobtrusive presence is too often 
but whose requirements are 
always important. END

the common things of daily life. Faith 
in God quickly shows in the fellowship 
of His children. Our lesson for today is 
a “check list” to determine whether we 
really have the right kind of fellowship.

I. Spiritual Soundness (Acts 2:42-44a) 


Efforts at fellowship without a spirit- 
ual foundation will always wind up as a 
social grouping of people interested only 
in food and fun. Real fellowship has as 
its background an appreciation of Chris- 
tian doctrine and of prayer as well as of 
“breaking bread” together. It was “all 
that believed” (v. 44) who knew ot the 
miracle-working power of God (v. 43). 
This fellowship is also 


II. Social Sharing (Acts 2:44b-46a) 
Some would have us believe that this 


having “all things in common” was the

same as modern Communism, but it was 
not. This was not a compulsory giving 
up of one’s possessions because of an 
Official decree.

IV. Always Growing (Acts 2:47b) 


This is not a grasping after great 
numbers or a bringing into membership 
those who are not really saved. It is the 
Lord who adds to His church those who 
are being saved from day to day. 

We should be on the lookout for such 
new members of the fellowship and 
warmly welcome them to this evergrow- 
ing group for God’s glory. How long is 
it since you sought out and encouraged 
a new believer in Christ?

A church member has high and holy 
privileges which he does well to under- 
stand and appropriate by the grace of 
God. Let us be clear at this point that 
we are not talking about one who has

“added” to that group by God. 
There is only one way to be saved, 


and that is through faith in Christ as 
Redeemer and Lord. One who does not 
come that way is neither saved nor a 
true member of the church, even though 
his name may have an honored place on 
the church roll. 

Let every man be sure that he is in 
Christ as well as in the church, and then 
rejoice in his

culiar.” v. 9),

Another great privilege the church 
member has is that of 

Il. Giving for Christ (II Cor. 9;6-8) 

To an informed believer there is no 
greater privilege than that of giving 
gladly for the work of God. This is a 
Christian grace which all should culti- 
vate. Believers limit their joy and their 


usefulness by failing to give as they 
should. 
God loves a cheerful (literally “hi- 


larious”) giver (v. 7). Have a good time 
when you give, and look to God for 
grace (v. 8) to understand that “he that 
soweth bountifully shall reap also bounti- 
fully” (v. 6). 

Note also that this business of being 
a Christian is not just a “joy-ride.” 
There are burdens to bear. and it is our 
privilege to be 

III. Bearing Burdens (Gal. 6:1-5) 
Some Christians have failed and fallen 
into sin. They need restoration. Christi- 
anity is not harsh or unforgiving. Cer- 
tainly there can be nothing but stern 
condemnation of flagrant, continued, un- 
penitent sinning. But toward the re- 
pentant brother there must be loving 
con‘ideration. remembering that we too 
are weak and needy. 

We are to he!p the brother in need (v. 
2) to lift his burden, to bear it for him 
if need be. At the same time we are not 
to expect others to bear our burdens 
(v. 5). If your brother helps you be glad, 





Christians 


but don’t be like so many 
who expect others to help. 

Pride is self deception (‘(v. 3) and it 
puts God against us (James 4:6). When 
we are busy about appraising our own 
lives we have no time or occasion to 
judge our neighbor. 

To live up to our possibilities we need 
help, and for that we have the privilege 
of 

IV. Trusting Jesus (Heb. 4:14-15) 

As we pray, we find that our High 
Priest is interceding for us. He knows 
our need because He was here on earth 
and shared the experiences and problems 
of mankind. He is able to help because 
He is God now in the heavens inter- 
ceding for us. There is encouragement 
in the fact that He was “tempted like as 
we are yet without sin” (v. 15). The 
Christian can walk daily in the certainty 
that he can trust Jesus. Thus he can be 

V. Living Victoriously (Heb. 10:23-25) 

There is much in these verses. Stress 
the importance of fellowship in the 
church assembly (v. 25). No believer 
should willingly miss that privilege. 

In that assembly we are not only to 
worship God, but to “consider one an- 
other to provoke unto love and good 
works” (v. 24). Too often there is another 
kind of provocation! 

Trusting God who has promised to 
keep us (v. 23) we set an example in the 
church by maintaining a steadfast “pro- 
fession of faith.” ‘“Wavering’” church 
members are a poor—in fact, negative- 
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testimony. Let us live victoriously for 
His glory! 


February 9 


The Teaching Ministry of 
the Church 


I Timothy 4:6-16; Il Timothy 2:1, 2 


MEMORY SELECTION: Take heed unto 
thyself, and unto the doctrine; continue 
in them: for in doing this thou shalt 
both save thyself, and them that hear 
thee—I Timothy 4:16 


Teaching is of the utmost importance 
in the church. It is a vital part of preach- 
ing, and unhappy is the minister who 
does not teach his people. He also should 
surround himself with others to whom 
he has transmitted his enthusiasm for 
and understanding of the Word of God, 
who will share the teaching ministry. 

Teaching is of such importance that 
the Word of God warns us against as- 
suming this important work except by 
God's leading and with His grace upon 
us (James 3:1, A.S.V.). It is also such 
a blessed and encouraging work that we 
do well to cultivate both the ability and 
the opportunity to teach. It is a most 
rewarding service. 

Our lesson tells us first 


I. What to Teach (I Tim. 4:6-9) 


These words are addressed to a young 
minister, but they are helpful to every 








teacher. There is a satisfying and as- 
suring basis for teaching in God’s Word 
and so the teacher, having himself been 
“nourished up in the words of faith and 
of good doctrine” (‘v. 1) and having 
learned to reject error (v. 7), will be 
ready to teach that Word to others. 

This is clear—the teacher is to teach 
the Word of God in all its clarity, beauty 
and power. There is no other worth-while 
message and none with redeeming grace 
and power for daily living. This we as 
teachers must do and do it well. That 
is our next point: 


II. How to Teach (I Tim. 4:10-12) 


1. Sacrifically (v. 10). 

It is not easy to teach. It calls for 
real labor in both preparation and pre- 
sentation. Added to that is the suffering 
of reproach and opposition. When we 
challenge the devil by seeking to lead 
our listeners out into the truth of the 
Word of God, we may expect opposition. 
In fact, it would be strange if we did 
not have it. 

2. Authoritatively (v. 11). 

The teacher speaks for God. He may 
speak with asuurance. He is to “com- 
mand and teach.” If we feel like “grass- 
hoppers” (see Num. 13:33), others will 
regard us as being feeble and fearful. 
Let us rather be “strong in the grace that 
is in Christ Jesus” (II Tim. 2:1). 

3. Actively (v. 12). 

That means in life as well as in speech. 
The teacher is to be an active example 
in speech, in manner of living, in love, 
in spirit, and in purity of heart. God 


wants and will use the right kind of a 
teacher. 
That leads to our next point 


III. Who Is to Teach (1 Tim. 4:13-16) 


Timothy had been ordained to the 
ministry of teaching ‘v. 14). His divin 
call had been thus recognized by men 
In a sense all teachers should have di- 
vine “ordination,” an assurance that they 
are doing God's work. 

No one should teach who is not willing 
to give time and effort to proper prepa- 
ration. There must be reading, study 
of doctrine, meditation and personal 
preparation. “Take heed unto thyself” 
(vv. 13, 15, 16). This kind of teacher will 
look to God for grace and power. He 
will teach with a real purpose, and that 
is our next point 

IV. Why to Teach (II Tim. 2:1, 2) 

The verses immediately following ‘vv. 
3, 4) make it clear that the servant of the 
Lord is a soldier in an earnest warfare 
with the world, the flesh and the devil. 
He has a purpose from which he will 
not be diverted by “sidelines,” no matter 
how attractive and profitable. He has a 
mission to complete. 

As a teacher he seeks the salvation of 
his listeners, but he goes on to prepare 
them to join him in that ministry and 
to take his place when he can no longer 
serve. 

The great reward of the teacher is to 
see the truth lay hold of another, and 
to see him grow in knowledge and grace 
until he too is ready and eager to teach 
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Introduction by the Translators 


LKA was a witch doctor. He is now a Christian. 
This is his own story, taken down by tape recorder 
and translated. Much repetition, so characteristic 
of his native speech, has been omitted, but 

nothing has been added or changed. It is a story of 
what God has done, and Elka would join with us in 
saying, “To God be the glory. This is all His doing.” 

After five years’ labor among the Waiwais of British 
Guiana and Brazil, it has begun to seem impossible 
to us missionaries that a jungle Indian would go 
beyond mere assent to the gospel. They loved their 
own way of life with its debauchery. 

Although Elka apparently did not love his witch- 
craft, he did love the tribal dances, interspersed as 
they were every thirty-five or forty-five minutes with 
drinking bouts at which the people filled themselves 
with fermented cassava drink only to evacuate their 
stomachs a little later for the next round of drinking. 

Human life had little value, although a Waiwai, 
rather than assault an enemy openly, would more 
likely dispatch him by witchcraft while being affable 
to his face. Twins were almost always killed because 
a spirit was thought to be responsible for the plural 
birth. Other babies were often killed simply because 
the parents did not want to be bothered with them. 

The family unit was recognized only loosely. All 
the families in one village lived together in one house 
with no dividing walls. All life went on before the 
public gaze. The conversation of men, women and 
children was not only frank but evidenced delight in 
the grossest manifestations of the flesh. 

All kinds of work—house building, felling trees or 
clearing land as well as fishing and hunting expedi- 
tions—were community enterprises. The whole bent 
of life was against independent action or individual 
initiative. 

That an adult Waiwai would come from such a 
background and stand alone against the opposition 
of all his tribe seemed an impossibility. Further, to 
expect a witch doctor to stand in public defiance of 
the spirit world, the real power of which he knew 
first hand, seemed almost beyond asking. But that 
is what Elka did—as his story shows. 

This opening portion of Elka’s testimony tells of 
his life as a witch doctor, of the coming of the mis- 
Sionaries and of the beginnings of his struggle 
between witchcraft and the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


























Of all the Waiwais, Elka with his charms and scorcery seemed /east 


likely to listen to the gospel. But here is his amazing story. 
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I was a witchdoctor. I blew enchantments on sick people and 
also sang enchantments all night long over sick people. 

Sometimes they got a little better, and then the people 
were pleased with me. 

“My, my! Elka must be very a good witchdoctor,” they said. 
It disgusts me now to think that they were pleased with me 
that way. 

They used to come to me, saying, “Ay, Big Brother! My 
pet is dying! Okwe, my wife is dying!” 

“Is that so? What caused the trouble?” 

“I don’t have any idea. She went out to dig some cassava 
and immediately got a fever; then she lost consciousness. 
She is still alive but dying, so come blow charms on her. 
Come talk to the spirits.” 

Thus I prepared to go. I rolled up much tobacco and took 
up charms. Then everyone was afraid of me. 

“Oh-h-h-h!” they said fearfully, “that’s Elka, the one in 
charge of the spirits!” 

Entering the house, I sat down beside the sick one to blow 
tobacco smoke on her—whoo. I blew on her head—whoo, then 
on her chest—whoo, then on her shoulders and knees—whoo! 

Later in a dream, someone who said he was a spirit spoke 
to me. “Elka, Elka!” 

“Yes,” I answered. 

“Treat the sick woman with the bark of the frog foam 
tree.” 

“Oh, I see.” 

“Use shrimp nests, and water grass, anaconda tree, hard 
pottery clay, and witch doctor skin fungus,” said the one who 
may have been a spirit. It was Satan who spoke thus to me. 

“All right,” I replied. “If I do that, she won't die?” 

“No, this treatment will bring her back to life.” 

Then I awoke, and when I saw the husband of the sick 
woman, I said, “Big Brother, I dreamed about your wife. A 
spirit with a bad temper looked at her. That is what caused 
her trouble. I can’t imagine why this spirit should not like 
us, but the spirit which I own told me what to use for her to 
be well and get up again.” 

At times like this, the people would say, “All right,” and 
would go straight to look for the things with which to treat 
her, I’m sorry to say. They bathed her with the bark of the 
frog foam tree, cooled her off with water grass, burned 
spirit’s hand fungus beneath her as she lay in her hammock, 
and she got well. Then the people said, “My! Elka certainly 
is a witch doctor!” 

After the sick one got better, they paid me. They made 
cassiri drink, lots of it, and we danced and drank until it 
was finished. Other women made pots or brought cottor 
while men who had been sick and revived put feathers on 
arrows for me. Thus they paid witchdoctors.

Hawkins) came. “Ay,” they said, “here we are.” They spoke 
very poorly. 

“Why did you come?” 

“Why did you come?” they echoed. That's the way they 
talked to us, answering back the same thing. 

“Why did you come, Bahm?” 

“Why did you come, Bahm?” 

It was disgusting. They didn’t understand the Waiwai 
language at all. They talked just as if they were mocking us. 

Later they took out paper to write, and Mistokin said 
(through an interpreter), “Elka, how do you people talk? 
How do you say the word for ‘J came?’ How do you say, 
‘We came of our own accord to tell about our Creator?’” 

“I’m sure I don’t know,” I answered. I couldn't understand 
that sort of speaking. The missionaries were just ignorant. 

Slowly they learned our language. Then Mistokin said, 
“Elka, today is Sunday, the day for us to sing about God, 
the time for us to know our Creator.” 

“Who is our Creator? It must be Mawale.” (A 
logical Waiwai progenitor of evil character.) 

But to the missionary we only said, “Is that right? Is 
that right?” as if we understood. 

Mistokin told us things from God’s Book and told us 
again. He showed lots of pictures, but we only listened 
as if we were unconscious, okwe! “I suppose that is just 
something to look at,’’ we said. “It is not meant to be learned.” 

He continued to show pictures. Sunday came again and he 
showed them again. Sunday came again and he showed 
them again, but we still didn’t catch on, we still didn't 
understand God’s Book, okwe! We listened without interest; 
that’s the way we were. 

Later Mistokin brought out a phonograph to play God's 
songs. 

“Oh, my!” we said. “It is people 
saying? Whatever may it do to us?” 

Then Bahm’s group walked around outside of the house 
to look at a pot being made. We were afraid of that, too. 

“Ay! They are walking around, oh, my! Look out, they'll 
catch you!” We got into our hammocks for fear of Mistokin; 
hop, hop, hop, hop, all of us into our hammocks. 

We were afraid of everything, afraid of Bahm and Mistokin 
as if they were forest spirits. We were afraid of guns, and 
once when they brought an outboard motor we were afraid 
of that. “Oh, my! A motor! Whatever might it do to us now?” 
we said, for no good reason. 

On that trip, Mistokin said, “I want a place to live, Elka. 
Where shall we make a clearing?” 

Later he and all of us came up and cleared a piece of land. 
slash, slash, slash, slash. 

Afterward he paid us. “Here are knives for you.” he said, 
and he gave them to us. Oklee! good ones, knives with red 
handles, oklee! There were axes, too. Oklee! we got excited! 
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This Waiwai man has listened to the gospel.

“Heavenly Father, make Shakawa 
well. What’s the matter with her, Fa- 
ther? Make Fonyuwe’s child well.” But 
she was very far gone. I blew on her 
again and again. I was still dabbling 
with witchcraft. I was really bad. Fi- 
nally Shakawa died, okwe/

Two Essavs on Human Freedom 


THE CHRISTIAN CONCEPT OF FREEDOM, by Henry Stob 
(Grand Rapids International Publications, $1.25). 


Reviewed by Alexander M. Dodds 


- lectures comprise this little book 
(52 pages) on a very large subject. 
The oral lectures were so much liked 
that they were published by popular de- 
mand. The author is associate professor 
of ethics and apologetics at the Calvin 
Theological Seminary. 

The first of the lectures is on “The 
Liberty of Man.” There is much worthy 
opinion on this and many thoughtful 
viewpoints. It is surely a true statement 


that, “The typical Protestant is a 
doughty champion of human free- 
doms .. .” 


Dr. Stob contrasts liberty as it is con- 
ceived in the mind of the modern Liberal 
with the concept of Bible-believing 
Christians. He argues clearly and well 
for the Christian belief that “man 
should be free from arbitrary restraints 
in every department of human thought 
and action.” 

Moreover, the author points out that 
“the rationalistic universalism of Greek 
thought could provide no place for the 


individual,” and finally introduces such 
murderers of liberty as Stalin, Hitler and 





Mussolini. He does not name Romanism, | 


strangely enough, although mentioning 
the Reformers who rose up for liberty 
against this religio-political system, not 
counting the cost to themselves. 

The second essay is on “The Liberty of 
Conscience.” Here Dr. Stob identifies the 
Libertines, Legalists, and Rigorists (as 
a class), and finally Christians. The dis- 
cussion is very interesting and calls for 
several readings. He makes the strong 
assertion that “the life men live is a life 
lived in the presence of God.” He goes 
on to prove this. I like this statement: 
“...I must be left free to determine, not 
what may please me, but what my duty 
or responsibility is.” 

In this writer’s opinion, the essays are 
of great value in these days when clear 
thinking on the subject of freedom is so 
much needed. In this book we have in- 





deed, as stated in the title, ““The Chris- | 


tian Concept of Freedom.” 


Candid Missionary View 


MISSIONARY MAMMA, by Ruth 
Seamands (Greenwich Book Pub- 
lishers, $2.75). 

\HIS delightfully written book deserves 
a wide reading. It will bring smiles 

and blessing to readers of all ages. Its 

style is refreshing, its tone happy, its 
descriptions vivid, and its details candid. 

This is missionary life of the present day 

as viewed from the inside. 

Written in the form of letters to loved 
ones at home, the book tells of much 
that some readers (not missionaries) 
will call “sacrifice’—the vast, run-down 
bungalow with its leaky roofs, rats 
“playing on the floor near our feet,” 
snakes under the bed, centipedes on the 
pillow, civet cats on the roof! 


But behind the outwardly amusing 
incidents one senses the pathos of life 


in the Indian village, with its poverty | 


and heathenism. And how bright are the 
stories of the Lord’s working among the 
people! The “black magic” and demon- 
possession may be doubted by some, but 
not by those who have served the Lord 
in heathen lands. 

There are a number of places in which 
one might wish that Mrs. Seamands had 
been a little less frank in detail, but it 
must be remembered that missionaries 
deal with life “in the raw.” The book 
is realistic and contains much informa- 
tion on Indian customs and life that 
should be valuable for mission-study 
groups.—Irvine Robertson

Bible Botany 


ALL THE PLANTS OF THE BIBLE, by 
Winifred Walker (Harper & Bros., 
$4.95). 


——— many plants are mentioned 
in the Bible, material dealing with 
them is sparse. A well known botanical 
artist is both author and illustrator of 
the present work. 

Evidently Miss Walker has put great 
labor into the research and production 
of this handsome volume. More than 100 
plants are shown in full page pictures, 
with verbal descriptions and Bible ref- 
erences appended. The statements are 
clear and helpful, though very little at- 
tempt is made to draw spiritual applica- 
tions. 

While the entire volume is well done 
and useful, attention must be called to 
two features of a doubtful nature. In 
four places, plants mentioned in the Old 
Testament Apocrypha are dealt with, 
which might lead some readers to think 
that these are inspired books of the 
Bible. 

More serious, on two pages Miss 
Walker seems to cast some doubt on the 
miracle element in two incidents of 
Scripture. Of the “burning bush” 
Exodus it is said: 
that was burning. Rather, the ‘flame’ 
was represented by a mistletoe which 
covered the shrub. It had berries, red, 
glowing, and transparent, needing only 
the light of the Lord Jehovah to give the 
appearance of true fire” (p. 44). The 
manna in the wilderness, the author 
States, moreover, “probably consisted of 
several lowly lichens .. . from the vast 
barren mountains in western Asia and 
northern Africa” (p. 241). —G. Coleman

It is life—the life of the Lord Jesus 
Christ introduced into us at the moment 
we are born again and reproduced in us 
moment by moment by the Holy Spirit 
(See John 10:10; I John 5:12; Philip- 
pians 1:22) ... Simply receive and trust 
Him who shed His precious blood on the 


cross. Stop trying, and trust (John 
3:16) .” 

How? Let the writer of the leaflet 
explain. “Simply ‘Believe in the Lord 


Jesus Christ’ (See Acts 16:31). You are 
born again—you become a Christian— 
by trusting a Person—the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The very moment you do this 
He comes in and Life begins.

Choosing That Crowd 


ay, friends—with New Year coming 
\ up, and the possibility that you’ll be 
thinking about a fresh start (maybe by 
way of a few resolutions), I was re- 
minded of a conversation I had with a 
young fellow the other day. 

This fellow—let’s call him Jack—is a 
high school sophomore. He is a Chris- 
tian, but he got running with the wrong 
crowd last year and his testimony was 
absolutely nil. While he did not actually 
participate in some of the things this 
gang did he kept hanging around with 
them, and as a result got the same repu- 
tation they had. The thing was, Jack’s 
motive in going around with this crowd 
wasn’t at all to be a witness to them. He 
just thought they were the “big shots” 
of the school and he wanted to be a 
“big shot.” 

But last summer God did something 
in Jack’s life, and he came back to school 
in the fall to face his old buddies. About 
a month later we had occasion to talk 
together, and with a big broad smile 
and a bigger sigh of relief he said, 
“Well, the kids at school know where I 
stand now—and, boy, is it a relief!” 

Here’s how it happened. Jack had 
been given an assignment for a three 
minute speech. With fear and trembling 
—and yet in a natural way—he related 
a true experience in which prayer had 
played an important part. There was 
complete silence as he talked. His old 
friends just stared at him. He said he 
felt cold all over, but that God somehow 
gave him the strength to speak clearly 
and simply. 

But, he added, the amazing thing was 
what happened afterwards. His old 
friends did not avoid him as he thought 
they would. Instead, he seemed to sense 
in their attitude towards him an entirely 
new respect. 


What am I trying to pass along to 
you? It’s this—two things: 

It is far better and easier to steer 
clear of the wrong crowd in the first 
place. Now I don’t mean, go into seclu- 
sion with a group of Christian friends 
and have nothing to do with non-Chris- 
tians. I mean, be genuinely friendly with 
all your classmates without entering into 
their way of life, or without even seem- 
ing to do so. 

Secondly, if you do make the mistake 
Jack made, don’t continue in it just 
because you don’t know how to get out. 
If you are a Christian and you are mixed 
up with the wrong crowd, your past, 
present, and future are all messed up. 
You are making a past for yourself that 
you will be ashamed of. Your present is 
unhappy for you and for those who love 
you. And your future is this: someday 
you will have to go back, back to the 
place where you lost fellowship with the 
Lord. That won’t be easy, and the longer 
you wait the harder it will be. 

I feel certain that some of you are 
right smack in the middle of this prob- 
lem we're talking about. If you are, do 
something about it and quick! 

I don’t have to tell you to be honest 
with yourself, for most teen-agers are 
honest with themselves. But it isn’t so 
simple to be honest with God, and that 
is your next step. Put it before the Lord 
in plain words. Give Him a chance to 
help you straighten out your life—and 
believe me, He will! 

Your motto then for 1958 can be 
Philippians 3:13, 14 (Phillips transla- 
tion): “But I do concentrate on this; 
I leave the past behind and with hands 
outstretched to whatever lies ahead I go 
straight for the goal—my reward, the 
honour of being called by 1" in Christ.”

JENTURE for Victory is a hybrid ministry of basketball and 
Bible in which college athletes from the United States 
travel to foreign countries. both to play the game and 
preach the gospel. The idea originated with Taylor Uni- 

versity’s mission-minded athletic director, Don Odle. 

Primary reason for the tours is to tell the thousands who 
love the sport and come to see it that Christ can save 
from sin. But the secondary aim may be even more important, 
in the view of lanky, red-headed, former Wheaton College 
cage star. Dick Kamm. Kamm was a member of the 1957 VV 
team that toured the Orient, playing before 185,000 people in 
two months. 

Dick thinks that the impact of the field on the 
players may be as great as the impact of the players on the 
people—those who watch the games and listen at half-time 
to the brief, pointed gospel message. 

Here’s what Kamm says about the mission field and VV: 
“Venture for Victory gives you a look at the foreign mission 
field which you could get in no other way. It takes the fear 
out of missions.” 

Proof that the effect is lasting can be found in the presence 
of Bud Schaeffer, Don Granitz, and Norm Cook—all former 
VV players, and all on the foreign field today. Schaeffer and 
Cook are on Formosa, and Granitz is in Brazil.

How does the barnstorming type of basketball compare with 
good college ball? Only about a third of the games could be 
called good basketball, according to Kamm, chiefly because 
the Orientals tend to be short, and the tallest man they met 
in their two months abroad was 6-4, while Kamm is 6-4': 
and Joe Grabill is 6-4. 

While the VV teams play the best that can be lined up in 
a given country, they play almost any team that the mission 
organizations or the athletic associations can locate. The 1957 
team won all of the 72 games it played. 

This year the team carried six American collegians: Grabill 
and George Glass from Taylor, Gary Ausbun from Anderson 
College, Fred Whims from Spring Arbor Junior College, Clyde 
Cook from Biola, and Kamm. The rest of the team was made 
up of former VV players like Schaeffer, “unbelievable Bud,” 
as he is known at Wheaton, and Cook, who coached this year 
in the absence of Odle. 

Schaeffer, who coached Nationalist China’s Olympic basket- 
ball team last year and played against some of his own 
trainees on the VV tour, received this tribute from Kamm: 
“Bud won many of the first games for us because he was in 
the best physical condition; it took the rest of us a long time 
to get used to the heat.” 

Because of the heat in the tropical countries many of the 
games were played in the early morning and late afternoon 
hours and at night, never at midday. 

The schedule took them to Formosa, Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Indonesia, the Philippines, and South Viet Nam—28,000 miles 
in all. 


+ Best reception to basketball-evangelism was in the Philip- 
pines, where the 11,000 seat Rizal stadium was filled many 
times. The Filipinos have made basketball their national 
pastime, and while the VV team was not permitted to use the 
half-time for their gospel presentation they found they were 
getting the best newspaper coverage they had ever received 
on any VV tour. As a result many more people than had been 
expected turned out to the evening gospel meetings. 

How long the door to this type of evangelism will remain 
open in the Far East is a question.

Formosa, where VV teams have played on most of the past 
trips, seems to be closing, according to Kamm. A back-to-the- 
mainland campaign by Chiang Kai-shek and his nationalist 
forces would appear to make it unlikely that many more VV 
teams will be able to go to that island. 

Games and meetings were set up by Orient Crusades, Youth 
for Christ, and by various athletic associations in the lands 
where the teams travelled. In some countries the athletic 
groups helped pay some of the team’s expenses, but the 
greatest part of the cost of the trip was raised by the team 
members themselves. 

Singapore, where Youth for Christ’s Joe Weatherly is in 
charge, seemed to be the place where the young people were 
most open to the Gospel, Kamm said. Weatherly, a veteran 
YFC missionary, has started what he calls Keen Teen 
crusades, using young people to reach their own age group. 


+ WHILE the cagers were there, they preached, sang solo and 
quartet numbers, and helped in other ways with the youth 
meetings. Preaching had to be by interpreter except in Hong 
Kong, a British Crown Colony, in parts of the Philippines, 
and in Singapore, a member of the British Commonwealth. 

The rigorous days started at 7 o’clock, with the first game 
of the day at eight. The meeting at half-time took 10 minutes, 
and included a quartet and a message or two testimonies. 
Invitation to stay when the game was over was given for those 
who wanted to hear more about Christ. 

Those who stayed for this meeting were dealt with indi- 
vidually, were enrolled in the Bible correspondence course, and 
put in touch with the local missionary organization. In late 
morning a school meeting was scheduled which did not include 
basketball, but singing, speaking and testimonies by members 
of the team. Lunch was followed by a two hour rest, which the 
team needed because of the extreme heat and humidity in 
tropical lands. Another game would be played at about 4 p.m., 
followed by supper and the evening meeting. 








Kamm has an Army stint coming before he can get back to 
the Orient, but he hopes eventually to teach history and social 
Science along with some coaching duties in either the Philip- 
pines or Indonesia. If Kamm gets his wish, you can chalk 
up one more sterling basketball player who caught a world 
vision for missions from Venture for Victory. END

When the entire dollar is reassembled 
on the table and put together like a 
picture puzzle, the one whose name ap- 
pears on the greatest number of pieces 
is declared the best “dollar chaser” and 
wins a bill-fold or a lucky penny for a 
prize. 

The Gold Rush is fine for well- 
balanced individuals! Divide the com- 
pany into two groups, the I.0.U. team 
and the C.O.D. team. Line up the two 
teams at one end of the room. At the 
other end of the room place two rows 
of pennies, one row for each team, and 
as many pennies in each row as there 
are members of the team. 

When the signal “Go!” is given, the 
first player in line on each team picks 
up a small purse and starts hopping on 
one foot to the row of pennies. He must 
pick up a penny, put it in the purse, 
and hop back to the starting point with- 
out putting his foot down, then pass the 
purse to the next team member, who 
repeats the stunt, and so on until the 
pennies are all in the purse.

The table may be covered with a 
golden-yellow cloth dotted all over with 
round silver gummed stickers about the 
size of a half dollar. Yellow paper nap- 
kins may be touched up with a silver 
“coin” in each corner. Yellow roses in a 
silver bowl make a pretty centerpiece. 
An entire paper table service—cups, 
plates, salad dishes—in golden yellow 
will perfect the picture.

I waited three weeks, then wrote to 
the rescue mission to which I had sent 
the money. Their reply was exactly what 
I had expected: “We are sorry to inform 
you that your letter was never received.” 
I filled out a postal form, but the lost 
letter and money were never recovered. 

What was my mistake? It was that of 





selfishness, of giving to God while at the |

The results were several. First, I could | 
not deduct the gift from my taxes. Sec- | 


ond, I had to repay the Lord the sum of 
which I had robbed him. And last and 
most important, I received a good lesson 
in faithful and unselfish giving. I thank 
the Lord for this lesson and pray that 
this testimony might help others from 
making the same mistake. END

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as a nucleus, and once we were well- 
established we could expand.” 

That was the way it began. It was a 
new venture in our church. Over a period 
of four years the nucleus grew to a room- 
full. At times more young people at- 
tended our prayer meeting than came to 
our Sunday night service. It was more 
than we could have ever hoped for. 

The real success of our effort, however, 
is hard to gauge. There were some short- 
comings, but in spite of them there was 
definite value in this type of youth 
activity. You can profit by our mistakes 
and reap real dividends from a young 
people’s prayer meeting. Here’s a list of 
“do’s” and “don’ts” to help you. 

1. Do have a definite purpose in view. 
Make a list of things to pray for. Maybe 
your group needs new members or maybe

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it needs a revitalization of old members. 
You may want to spark an interest in 
missions by praying for specific needs 
of individual missionaries. There will 
undoubtedly be unsaved members to pray 
for. Handle these tactfully, in the form 
of unspoken requests if the unsaved 
teen-agers attend. Ask for personal re- 
quests and appoint different young peo- 
ple to pray for them. 

2. Do keep your meetings informal. If 
possible meet in individual homes. If 
this is not feasible, meet in one of the 
Sunday school classrooms where chairs 
can be arranged informally. 

This informal atmosphere proved espe- 
cially effective at one of our meetings 
which scheduled a guest speaker from a 
nearby Bible institute. When he con- 
cluded his simple, personal message, he 
passed out a piece of paper and a pencil 
and asked each person to write down his 
first name, then—after prayer—to put 
after it an “s” or a “c” or both. In this 
way each of the young people made the 
decision “saved” or “saved and con- 
secrated.” This was the turning point 
for several in our crowd. 

3. Do have a devotional period. But 
save most of your time for praying. Keep 
your devotions short and to the point. 

4. Don’t have more than one or two 
adults present. Except for special occa- 
sions keep adult participation limited. 
Young people (especially the shy and 
less experienced ones) will feel inferior 
before more advanced prayer warriors. 
They will be more likely to pray and pray 
sincerely with those of their own gen- 
eration. 

5. Don’t become bogged down with 
rules of order. Nothing can bore young 
people (or older ones, either) more 
quickly than a dull routine type of serv- 
ice. Have a flexible format. For example, 
instead of having your devotions at the 
beginning, pray first for personal mat- 
ters, then have your devotions and close 
with prayers for the church, missionaries, 
etc. 

Follow the wishes of your members, 
but don’t insist on kneeling for prayer, 
especially in a home where chairs are 
of varying heights and where some 
young people may be sitting on the floor. 

6. Do keep a list of answered prayers. 

7. Do work together with your senior 
prayer partners. Perhaps after your 
group has become well-established you 
will want to have a combined prayer 
and praise service. Active young people 
do much to renew and hold the interest 
of the older generation. 

8. Don’t try to start off with a big 
bang. A successful prayer meeting does 
not depend on large numbers, but rather 
on the sincerity of the prayers. 

9. If you meet in homes, don’t feel it 
is necessary to serve refreshments. Some 
in our group did. But we said a definite 
“No.” We saved the refreshments for our 
fun-fests. 

Take hold of the power and privilege 
of prayer and make it work for you and 
your young people. You will find that 
lives will be changed and re-directed and 
your church will be more spiritually 
secure. END
